For the Obſcurity of 
our Hiſtories being ſo great, and the Miſtakes and Op- 
poſition of them one with another being ſo frequent;ir 
muſt needs feem a Labout not ſmall, to go about to 
give a Juſt account of the whole Series of all Pub- 
lique Actions for the continuance of Fifty Years and upwards, at ſuch 
a long diſtance of Time, as more than Three Centuries. 

But my Reſolution hath been co ſhew ſo much diligence in the Col- 
Icing, and ſo much integrity in the Compoling ; that if I cannot obtain 
to know all the moſt Momentous Truths, yet I ſhall purpoſely decline all 
Fabulous Narrations,all Groundleſs Opinions, all Popular Errors, Par- 
tiality and Prejudice, and ſeriouſly conform my ſelf ro thoſe Rules 
and decencies, which belong to a Faithfull Hiſtorian. 

The Subject Matter of my Diſcourſe is the Honour of my Coun- 
try, the Life and Actions of one of the Greateſt Kings, thar perhaps 
the World ever ſaw ; the Rights of the Engliſh Crown, and how well 
our Anceſtors were able to vindicate them. 

Nor ſhall I confine my ſelf wholly to the Relation of King Edward's 
Exploits, or to thoſe of his Invincible Son the Black-Prince, and the 
"eſt of his Noble and Victorious Children; but whatever Namel find 
memorable of his Subjes in either of his Kingdoms, whether they 
were fam'd for Arts of War or Peace, I ſhall endeavour to pay them 
that juſt duty, which it ſhall ſeem to me they deſerve : Becauſe think 
 alrogether fit, that thoſe, who then ſhared with their Sovereign in 
his Grand affairs of War or Government, ſhould by no means now be 
deprived of a Participation with Him in his Glorious Memoires, E- 
ſpecially ſince not a Few are ſtill remaining, derived from thoſe Fa- 
mous Anceſtors, whoſe Minds may be more ſtrongly affe&ted with due 
Incentives of Honour , when they ſhall underſtand by what Methods 
their Forefathers atrain'd ſuch Eltates or Titles, which They now as wor- 
thily enjoy. 

It is an old Obſervation ; That Subjefts uſually conform themſelves to their 
Prince : And here certainly, if ever any Great and Martial Monarch 
was Lord of any like Himſelf, We ſhall find this King to have been 
ſo; Many Great and Renowned Heroes and Captzins, Bold in At- 
tempts, Wiſe in ConduQ, and Fortunate in Succels, being Thick al- 
molt in every Page of chis Hiſtory, Wherein will appear the greateſt 
Variety of Adventures, the moſt hazardous Enterpriſes of War, the 
moſt exact Counſels and Politick Negotiations, and the moſt frequent 
Inſtances of Courage, Piety, Generofity and Princely Condu&, wich

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the moſt Wholſom Laws and Rules of Government, that perhaps the 
whole World can furniſh us withall in ſo ſhort a Period of Time, 
Of which Work I ſhall ſay no more, than tha if it ſuffer, not for 
the fake of the Authors Meannels, it is like to Live, and to p: we not 
unpleaſing to thoſe, who have any Love' or Veneration for England or 
Engliſh Heroes ; 'or who indeed delight cither to do Bravely themſelves, 
or to read the Account of Noble Actions faithfully, painfully and ac- 
curately recorded: to:Pofterity.

got over by Sun fer, but the Foor could noe paſs that Nighe, nor were they all there 
im any good time, many noe appearing till the Morning, and fome few never after ſeen 
As for thoſe that had paſſed with the King and the Lords, 'twas but here and there, 
that any of them had 2 Hatchet to cut down Wood , fo that they could neither make 
Stakes*to faſten cheir Horſes too, nor Arbours to ſhrowd themſelves wichall (their Tents 
being. left behind among the Carriages ) nor had they, or their horſes any great matter 
to cat, either the day paſt, or the night now coming on ; except that every Man 
brought a loaf of ſo, behind him, which yet was almoſt ſpoil'd with duſt and the ſiveat 
of their Horſes. Drink they had little or none, but what the River afforded them, 
and that not fo clearas it ſhould be, having been diſturbed with che e of fo ma- 

ny overit: Only ſome of the better Sort had their bottles of Wine, or other good li- 

quors with them, Nor had they any thing to give them light, except a few Torches, 

which the Lords Servants had brought with them, As for their Tents and Pavilions, 

they, as we ſaid before, were moſt of them left among the Baggage. Wherefore they 

were fain to lig on the bare ground in their Armour, with their Horſes ready ſadled in 

their hands, The next Morning came ſlowly on, to men in their Condition, bur upon the 

appearance of Day, they pur on vigorous hopes, that they ſhould find ſome better means 

of Refreſhment, : ; 

Had it rand in the Night, they muſt have endured much more miſery ; but however 

m the Morning it rain'd fo plentifully , that before noon theRiver was riſen too high 

to admit of any repaſſing, Which, tho bad ro them, who were already over, proved 

better for the Foot, who otherwiſe muſt have had a difficule Paſſage among the ſtones 

m fo ſtrong a Currenr, Ir was a great terror to all, that were of either fide the River, 

to ſee and hear, how the Stream, which is naturally violent, ( being rendred more im- 

petuous by the large acceſſion of Rain) ran (wooping cown, hurrying along in its courſe 

huge Flints, and other ſtones, precipicancly rowling down with an hideous noiſe and 


roaring. 

The valourous Young King was extreamly perplex'd at all theſe caſual impediments ; 
but bold and full of hope, (as he was) he himſelf, that the Scors muſt needs ſhortly 
return that way : Thereabout therefore he reſoly'd to remain, till he might underſtand 
what further courſe was takea by his Enemies, They yet knew of no other Town 
or Place near, that might afford them ſhelcer or comfort, and far they could rot cra- 
vel, both They and their Horſes being in ſuch evil caſe, $o for one day and night 
more both They and their Beaſts were in a manner fain to faſt, bur for ſome little bread 
tor themſdyes, and a few leaves of trees for their hotſes ; but now they had time to 
cut down boughs ith their ſwords for Stakes to tie their Horſestoo, and ro make lir-

this good News, ſent immediately Horſes and Sumprers ro both Towns, and Procla- 
mation therewith, that whoever would bring » Wine, or other Vidals with 
Fodder and Litter for Horſes, ſhould receive abundant fatisfation with thatiks of the 
King, For it had been openly declared , char for all this the King would not ſtir a 
foot , till he heard what was become of his Enemies, Some Proviſion was brought 
next day by Noon (bur chat not overmuch) by the Kings ſutlers z many alſo of the 
Country People thereabour came with little , laden with Bread in Panniers, and 
ſmall Perry Wine, with other ViRuals to ſell in the Army z which pretty well refreſhed 
them for a time, 
Thus they continued the ſpace of five or ſix days in all, expeting ever the Return 
of the Scots, who had fortifed themſelves the mean while upon a Hill, waiting for them 
2lſo z but neither party knew where the other was, The Engliſh were but very in- 
differently purvey*d, far when the Country came into them with Proviſion, * a loaf ' F*i/ vid- 
of Bread, worth but a y, was ſold for fixpence, and a gallon of Wine, which was 
worth but ſixpence, as then went, was ſold for two ſhillings z and yer there was 
ſuch ſcarcity, that they were ready to fight with one another for what they had, And 
beſides all this, for near a week together, it hardly ever ceaſed raining , ſo that much 
hurt was done to their Beaſts, their girrs being broken, their backs ſore, and their feer 
unſhod ; againſt which there was no remedy in that place. All theſe things confider'd, 
the King began to change his mind, and at laſt "reſolved to part thence, leaving the 
more barren Country of Northumberlan@, the River aþour ſeven Miles 
lower, where the e might be more eafie, to re Biſhoprick of Darham., 
It was alſo proclaim'd thrs rhe Hoſt, that whoever could vring the King certain know- | 
ledge where the Scots were encamped ' (for that they were not then {tirring abroad, 
was known) ſhould be rewarded with an hundred pounds per a»nwm for him and his 
heirs for ever, and himſelf receive the honour of Knighthood from the Kings own hands: 
Upon this encouragement about fifreen or ſixteen Knights and Eſquires ( theſe for the 
Money alone, thoſe for the Title and the Money too) undertook the Adventure, and 
ately paſſed the River in great danger, and rode abroad all ſeverally to ſeek their 
Fortune. The next Morning the King and all the Horſe with him diſlodg'd and rode 
on fair and ſoftly (the Foot on the other fide the River keeping pace wich them) till 
they came to a place more ſhallow and eafte,” and there they ventur'd to repaſs the Tyre, 
which notwithſtanding gave them much trouble ; for many were fain to ſwim (the wa- 
ter was ſtill ſo deep with the late fall of fo much rain) and ſome few wete drowned; 
Thus was this Council of the Engliſh ſadly diſappointed ; otherwiſe it could not bur 
have proved fatal to the Scots , who had then no-other Forces in readineſs at home,

to the Camp : and ſo there they lay all Night on the hard on with cheir armour 
on, having neither ſtakes to tie their Horſes to, nor much ge to give them, nor 
fuel tro make any fire, Burt the Stars on the other hand, leaving good Watch in the 
place where they ſtood ranged before, went every one elſe to their former encamp- 
ment, where they made ſo many and fo great Fires of Exglib wood, as if they de- 
ſign'd thereby to provoke their Enemies, by waſting ſo prodigally that fuel, of which 
they themſelves had fo little, Bur from Midnight, till Morning, they made ſuch 2 
noile, with cual and univerſal ſhoncings, and cries, and winding of Horns and Clz- 
rions, 25 if they deſign'd not only to daunt their Enemies, but to rend Heaven it ſelf : 
Thus were both the Hoſts lodged that Night, which was in the beginning of Auguſt,

cil about the matter, For as he was of a noble and daring Sprit ,. always ready to 
undertake the higheſt Enterprizes, ſo withall he was agreeably circumſpeR, and eyer 
carefull by Wiſdom to mark our his Defigns beforehand. As yet he ſaw but ſmall 
likelihood, that of himſelt he ſhould ever attain to the Conqueſt of ſo entire and flou- 
riſhing a Kingdom as France was, And as he conſider'd, it was much both againſt 
his Honour and Intereſt, wholly to negle& ſo great a Concern as his Right to the 
Crown of France ; fo alſo he thought it better, not to lay any Claim thereto, than 
not to purſue that Claim with Force of Arms to the utmoſt of his Power, - Often 
therefore he demanded Advice of the Ableſt Counſellors, Lawyers and Diyines in his 
Kingdom, who tho they all agreed, that he had a clear Right to the Crown of Fraxce, 
were notwithſtanding ſomething backward to determin any thing in a matter of thar 
Conſequence ; as doubting, it the Event happen'd otherwiſe than well, to have all the 
blame laid at their Doors, Bur at laſt the Kings Council being much preſſed by him, 
agreed upon this Anſwer,

I5 ſmall Ones and 32 Gallies, riding before Sa»dwich-Haven ; but they durſt not take

- As for the Lord Fohn of Hainault and his Company, who were 500 Spears, 
they went to Gu4ſe, where they burnt the Town and beat down the Mills: And thd 
Sr. John found within the Fortreſs his own Daughter, the Lady Jane Wife to Lens 
Ear] of Blow, who *"d of him to ſpare the Inheritance of his Son-in-Law, the Earl 
her Husband 3 yer for all that he proceeded in what he had begun, and utre:1y de- 
ſtroy*d/ all but the Fortreſs, and then returned to the King, whom he found at the Abby 
of Sarxzaqzes, and ſtill his Men rode about to ferch in Prey for the Army, and to ſpoil 
the Enemies Country, | Among others the Lord of Fa/quemont with an hundred Spears, 
went to Plommion, a conſiderable Town in-Tieraſche, which he found empty , for the 
Inhabitants were fled into a great Wood, having carried all their Goods with them ,and had 
fortified themſelves in the Wood by felling of Trees round about them, The A4/- 
mains having firſt ſer fire to the Town, rode thither and beheld their manner of De- 
fence z but here they met with Sr. Arnold Baquehen and his Company, who joyning 
together aſſayled them there in the Wood : The Townſmen detended themſelves to 
their power, but theſe were Men of War, and by removing the Timber on one hand, 
and offering to ſet it. on fre on the other, preſently drove them to flight, having in the 
Medly flain and grievouſly wounded little more than 4o or 50 of them, but all that ever 
they had was lett behind , a prey to the Conquerour : Thus on all hands was the 
Country overran ; for they did what they pleaſed, and as yer found no manner of um- 
peachment, 5 th6 they had burnt near a 1000 Towns and Villages, 

When this Havock began to be made in France, on® St, Matthew's Feſtival at night, 
the Lord Geoffry Scroop Lord Chief Juſtice of England, led the Cardinal Bernard ac 
Monte Faventio, who:had ſo boldly inſulted to King Edward of the ſtrength of France, 
up into an high Tower, ſhewing him the Frontiers of that Kingdom, where for about 
14 or 15 leagues together, it ſeem'd as if all the Country was on a light fire : Wherc- 
upon Sr. Geoffry ſaid-to the Cardinal, © My Lord, what thinketh your Eminence now * 
** Doth not this Silken Line, wherewith you ſay France is encompaſſed, ſeem to you in 
*« great danger of beirig crack'd, if not broken? The Cardinal was ſo amaz'd, thac he 
anſwer'd nothing, but fellgdown as Dead for ſorrow And fear 

About this time. there was © brought to rp eee in his Camp a Letter from the 
Pope, bearing Date from Avignon the iv, of the Idesof Ofob. Anno Pontificatus V*, 
the Subſtance whereof” was, to let him know the great Propenſity of the Roman See to h15 
Perſon and Welfare"; :the Edicts and Sentences ſer forth againſt Lewis of Bavaria, and 
how affiduouſly he had ſought to reduce him to the Bolom of the Church ; and ad- 


viſing bim not any to cleaye or adhere unto Him or his Intereſt, till he ſhould 
be reconciled to the Church ; becauſe of thoſe heavy Penalties, which were denounced 
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inſt. Him and his Adherents , into which himſelf was thereby plunged : That Lews 
= not really Emperour , nor any of his Actions valid, or dhe mperial Authori- gp" 
ty 3 Thar he moved War unjuſtly againſt the Biſhop and People of Cambray, to which An Regni 
lie then laid Siege ; that therefore he muſt nor ſuffer theſe things in filence, but un- Xl 
eſs he would retorm himſelt and forbear thoſe Courſes, he ſhould be obliged, th& un. 
willing co proceed againſt him, according tro the extent of his Apoſtolick Power. 
By that time this Letter was received, King Edward had, 2s we thew'd, rais'd his 
Siege from before Cambray, and was now enter'd into the French Pale with Fire and 
&word. ; 

VIIL In this manner King Eaward paſſed through Fyance for about the ſpace of 5 
Weeks, and he fo ſcoured the Country with his Armies, that in a manner all the Lands 
of * Cambreſis, Vermanaois, Ticraſche and Laonnois, and other Parts of Picardy and 
Artois, were wholly waſted, except choſe Cities which were ſworn to him, with Church- 
es and Monalteries, which he ſpared for Deyotion, or Caſtles, which were too ſtrong- 
ly fortified, The Inhabiranrs of the Country fled on all hands, nor was there any that 
offer drorefiſt him : "Tho the French King had gather'd ſeveral great Armies, ſome being 
diſperſed about in Walled Towns , and he himſelt with the reſidue of his Standing Forces 
lying now in and about the ſtrong City of St, Quintin, Aﬀer this King Edward went 
from Sernaques to Morevil, where he tarried one Night only ; the next Day he reached 
ls Flamengurre, where he lodged his Men all cloſe about him, being in number more 
than Fourty Thouſand ſtrong : And here it was reſolved in Council, that King Ed. 
oer4 (ſhould abide his Adverary and give him Battle, King Phil/jp on the other hand 
being removed from St. Quintin with all bis Army was gone to YVironfoſſe in Cambre- 
fr, where he tartied ( his Forces dayly encreafing) and proteſted, © That he would 
*« not ſtir thence, till he had fought with the King of Exg/andand his Allies, fince they 
« were now within two Leagues one of another. 

When (T_y Earl of Hainault who was fill at Queſnoy, ready provided with 
Men of War, undetſtood that the French King his Uncle, was wich an Army Royal 
at Vie reſolved to give battle to the Exgliſb, he rode directly thither with 500 
Spears, ented his Service to King Phi/jp. Bur he might even as well have 
ſlay'd away, for the Thanks that he had now, or the Reward that he found after : Fot 
King Philip was in his heart extreamly diſguſted ar him, becauſe he came bur lately 
from the Service of his Adverſary the King of Exg/and, with whom he had been du- 
ring the Siege of Cambray. Burt the Earlexcuſed humſelt ſo diſcreetly, ſaying, © Thar 
< what he did then was of meer neceflicy, becauſe he was bound to ſerve the Empe- 
© rour or his Deputy within the Bounds of the Empire ; but what he did now, was of his 
© meet Choice, and therefore ought to be taken as a token of his Good-will ; ſo that ar 
laſt the King and his Council either was, or ſeem'd to be content: And ſo the Marſhals of 
France order'd him his Scation, which, either in ſpight or policy, - they appointed in 
the Main Battle, thereby to fighe againſt King Edward his Brother-in-Law. 

Thus theſe rwo Puiſfant Monarchs, lay both with their goodly Armies in the plain 
Fields between YVironfoſſe and Flemengwuere, within two Leagues one of another : Bur 
as yet neither Army advanced. King Faward therefore advifing with his Lords in a 
Council of War, asked chem what they thought beſt to do , for he ſaid, that his Intent:- 
on was to fight it out without any more delay, Then the Lords beheld each other, 
and at laſt defired che Dake of Brabant firſt to his Mind : He like a Gallant Soul- 
diet preſently advis'd to fight ; © for otherwiſe ſaid he, we cannot part without ſome

Accordingly an Herald of the Duke ot 
Guelare's, being well-skill'd in che French Tongue, was ſent on this Errant ; he rode 
forth till he came to the French Hoſt, where being admitted betore the King and his 
Council, he ſpake aloud theſe Words, * Sir, the King of Eglazd is here hard by in 
**the Fields, and defires to fight you Power againſt Power : And if you pleaſe to ap- 
** point him a Day, he will not fil to meet You upon the Word of a King, This 
Meſſage being thus deliver'd on a Wedneſasy the 20 of Ofober, King Philip yielded © Et. Don:

token of his acceptance of the News, richly rewarded the Herald with Furred Gowns

taken certain of the French Scours,: who ſaid, that the French were ready ranged : 
the Field, and Reſolved to give'/them Battle. At which Report, the Exglzh we:c 
well pleaſed, as defiring aboveall things to bxing the Matter to a full Tryal. But in 
the mean time ſome of our Scouts were taken, and among them a Knight of Aman, 
who confeſſed in' Order 'the whole Array of the Engliifb Army, and their Ardene Dc- 
fire to Fight. Hereupon the firſt 'Barrail of the French was Order'd to Retreat, and 
they began to ſer up rheir Teats, and to-encompaſs the Camp with a Ditch, and to cut 
down great Trees to lay berweer them andthe Enemy, to hinder all ſudden approach. 
But the Exg/:ſh on the other Hand: ſtood all a Field on Foot, alway s looking 
for the coming of the Freach, bur m'vam : 'Whetefore toward the approach of the I 
vening, the Marſhals of the Hoſt, and others,” confidering, that they had waited enou?h 
that Day'of all Reaſon, and rhar it was: better co encamp by Daylight ; commanZc!

When the News of this Succeſs was brought to King Edvard, it was alſo ſhew'd * £4 #- 
unto him, that the Lord © De /a Brett, and other Lords of Gaſcoign, who had lately NEIOAED 
yielded tg' the French King ; had now, for wane of ſufficient Protection from him, re- 
turn'd to the Obedience ot the King of Exgland, and waſted the Lands of the French 
King as far as Tholouſe. 

About the ſame time the Eng/ſh * Mariners' of the C:zque Ports, to revenge in part 
thoſe late Aﬀeronts done to Exgland by the French Navy, embarqued themſelves in * t-»p- 235- 
Pinnaces and ſmall Boats well appointed, and after the Feaſt of St. Hilary, arrived at + 
Boulogne upon the Sea-coaſt, from whence is the ſhorteſt Cute to Dover : The wea- 
ther was ſo miſty, cloudy and dark, that they were ſcarce perceived when they were 
in the Haven, So that by the Lower Town they burnt 19 Gallies, 4 great Ships and 
20 Small Boats with all their Tackling, beſide thoſe Houſes near the Shore, among 
which one was the Block-Houſe at that time full of Oars, Sails, Weapons, all man- 
ner of Ringing, and other Neceſlaries ſufficient ro furniſh 19 Gallies and Men for 
them, all which they flew many of the Townſmen in a skirmiſh on the hand, * #: 7/4» 5 
ſet fire to the Lower Town, hang'd twelve Captains of their Ships, whom they had **7** © © 
taken, and fo bad them farewell for that time, 

Il. The mean while King 5 Philip beſtirr*d himſelf, as One, who was ſenfible , how 5 747,44-© 
near all theſe matters concern'd his Honour and Eſtate Royal ; he mightily enforced 5: © 
and ſtrengthned his Navy, then on the Sea, under the Command of his three Admi- 
rals, Sr. Hegh Quyricl, Sr, Peter Bahuchet, and Nicolas Barbenoir, the Genoan, Theſe 
vere furniſhed with 2 notable Fleet of Genuans, Normans, Bretons, and Picards, who 
tid this Winter no ſmall damage to the Coaſts of England, at Dover, Sandwich, Win- 
chelſey, Haſtings , and Rye : For they were more than 40000 Men in all. Beſide 

King Philip wrote to the Lord of Beaumont-in-Champaine , the Lord of Breſac, 

the * Vidame of Chalons, the Lord John de la Beau, the Lords John and Gerard of » 0. vidone. 
Lowe, enjoyning them to furniſh themſelves with competent forces, and ſo make an <4" 
Impreſſion upon the Lord John of Hainalts Lands, burning, killing, and deſtroying with- 
out Pity, becauſe he cook Ring Edward's Part againſt France. Theſe Lords did as they 
were Commanded, and enter'd the ſaid Lands with 500 Men of Arms ; appearing ſud- 
denly one Morning before the Town of Chimay, a ſtrong Town of Hazzalt, ſeated ina 
Wood, onthe little River Blanche, Here they found a vaſt quantity of Cattle and 0- 
ther Prey, for the Country People never imagin'd the Frexch could have come fo far, 
withour paſſing the Wood of Threraſche. The Place was too ſtrong however, to be 
won by them, ſo thac ſetting fire on the Suburbs, and the neighbourng Villages, they 
return d 1aden with Spoil to Aubenton, and thereglivided the Booty. 

Atthe ſame * time the Garriſon of Cambray ſent a ſmall Detachment to alitele ſtrong ' #75/++44

Next day, as the Cambreſins came thither again to renew the Aſſaulr, ſeeing all way 
reduced to Aſhes, they beat down the Walls and what remain'd to the ground, and { 
—_— ſhew'd before, * how the Lord Walter Manny had taken the ſtrong Caſtle of 
Thine Þ Eveſque, ſo called, becauſe it belonged to the Biſhop of Cambray, over which 
he had ſer as Captain his Brother Sr, Giles Manay. This * St. Giles was a Valun: 
Knight, and very much incommoded the Garriſon of Cambray both Ciſtrefſing them, 
that ifſued out of the Town, and alſo boldly braving them at their own Walls. Once 
particularly this Winter he Marched from his Garriſon in the head of Sixſcore Men of 
Arms, and came to the Barriers of Cambray z where the clamour roſe ſo high, and the 
skirnuth grew ſo fierce, that great numbers within the City were fain to run to Arms, 
and come to the Gate to the affiſtance of their Fellows, who were hitherto too weak tor 
Sr. Giles, and were ready to turn their backs, But now upon this reinforcement Sr. Gz/:; 
cauſed a Retreat to be ſounded to his Men, and ſo began to draw off fair and loftly, 
The freſh forces of the Cambreſins iſſued out of the Barriers after him, as they might 
well do, both conſidering their own Numbers, and that fo ſtrong a Place was at hand to 
ſecond them. Among the Frenchmen there was a young in 4 gs wh of Gaſcoizn, 
named William Marchant , who came out among the fore into the Field , well. 
mounted, his ſhield about his Neck, and his Spear in his Hand. Him when Sr, Gil; 
beheld, he turn'd his Horſe and rode up fiercely to him, thinking to have ſlain or taken 
him : But the Eſquire held him tack gallantly , infomuch that at Jaſt either by his 
Hands, or ſome others, (for the Medley and Confuſion was now at the higheſt) 5, 
Giles was ſtricken thr6 all his Harneſs, the Spear paſſing quite thr6 his Body, upon which 
he fell down to the earth, Ulpon the fall of their Captain, his Men renew d the skirmih 
more fiercely, but by continual Recruits from the Town they were finally overpower's, 
flain, and put to flight, The es took up the Body of Sr. Giles, wounded mor. 
tally, as be was, and brought him with great Triumph into the City, where preſently 
they diſarm'd him, and got skilfull Surgeons to dreſs his Wound, for they were very de 
firous to fave him to be Ranſom'd; bur for all their Care, he died the next Gay ater, 
Then they reſoly'd to ſend his Body to his Brethren, John and Thierry (for the Lord 
Walter the Elder was about King Edward's buſineſs) which two kept Garriſon at Byu-

* Lands have been already, © Ah Uncle, ſaid the Earl, do you but adviſe into what 
* Quarter we had beſt ro March, and I'll fee it ſhall- be ſhortly done with a Witneſs. 
Now the Day of the Parliament being come, which the Earl had ſummon'd to 
Mons, thither came all the Burgefſes of Hainault, Holland and Zyaland, among whom

Ia the Morning the Duke of Normandy, being mightily incenſed at this preſumption 
of the Hainalders , and reſolving a ſevere Revenge, gave Command to his Men to 
diſlodge, and'March into Haimas/t, and there burn and deſtroy without Mercy. $0 his 
Vancurrours conſiſting of two Hundred Spears, rode forth under the Command of Sr. 
Theobald of Marville, Galcas Lord of Bauſine, the Lord of Mireporx, the Lo:d of Ra- 
venal, the Lord of Sempy. John Lord of Landas, the Lord of Angers, 204 the Lord of 
Tramels: Next theſe rode che two Marſhals of the Army, with 500 Spears; then came 
the Duke himſelf with the other Lords, Knights, and Eſquires, and the Groſs of the 
Army. The Vanguard burnt ng Bertran, Bertinginel, Sormaine, Vendegres in the 
Wood, Vendegres on the Sands, by the River Rowelle ; the next day they burnt O/- 
menal, Wallers, Gomegnies, Marchiennes, Peſtell, Anfroy, Pyeprux, Freſnoy, Obiez, 
the good Town of Bannoy, and all the Countiy ag far as the River Honnean, That 
{ame day the Marſhals with their Battail gave a B:isk Afſaule eo the Caſtle of 'Verchin, 
bur the Seneſchal had ſo well provided for it, that they got no Advantage there, Thence 


the Army paſſed on, and encamped by the River of * Selle, between Auſſy and Sax *! 


coy, Now at this time the Lordot Yalkenbers, who had been ſent at firſt ro Aweſpes, 
was Captain of the ſtrong Town vf Mawhbeyge upon the Sambre, having with him in 
Garriſon an 100 Spears of Germans and Hunalders, When he heard how the Frexch 
were about theſe Hoſtilities in Hamalr, and faw the poor Country People daily flying 
away from before them, he was very much moved both with Indignation and Compal- 


lion ; and ſo now leaving the Town to the Care of the Lord Beavrenorre and the Lord * 


Meontecnculi, he arm'd himſelf and his Company, whom for that purpoſe he had drain*d 
from ſeyeral Garriſons, ſaying, he had a great Mind to find out theſe Frenchmen. So 
he rode carefully, and with ſecrefic all day by the Foreſt of. Mormarx , but in the E- 
vening hearing by his Spies, that the French Army was encamped on the Se/le, between 
Auſſy and Sancoy, he ſaid, he would go and give them a Camiſade. So riding on till 
about Midnight, by the help of a Guide, he paiſed the River, andthen gave the Word, 
and neceſſary Orders, making all things ready for the Exploit : So he rode on fair and 
ſoftly, till he came to che $kirts of the French Hoſt, but then 21 in one inſtant fer 
Spurs to their Horſes, and dathed in with great Fury among the fleepy Frenchmen, cry- 
ing out //alkenbers, and cutting down Tents and Paviliuns, and flaying and wounding 
w er they met with. The Alarm waken'd the whole Hoſt, ſo that they began 
toRiſe and Arm apace, and (o flock'd ro their Banners, moving as they were ranged, 
to that Part, whence the noiſe came, Of the French there were already flain the4.ord 
ot Picquegny,, and the Lord Anthony Condom deſperately wounded; the Viſcount of 
Queſnes, and the Bovurge of Rowwres were taken Priſoners, befides the Miſchicf done'a- 

the Common ſort. But now, when the Lord of Faulqremont (which is Valkenburg) 
law by the Lights in the Hoſt, and the Fanners approaching, that it was time tor him to 
be gone, he went off in an inſtant with. all his Company, and repaſſed the River of 
Selle without any Damage in the World ; for he was not tollowed, becauſe the French 
wereunskill'd in the Country, and feared an Ambuſh. By Sunriſe that Morning he got 
lg » Where he was let in by the Captain Sr. Thierry of Valcourt ; who knew him 
tor a Fnend. About the ſame time alſo the Duke of Normanay wen: over the River 
atter hum, his Vanguard being enforced with 200 Spears more under the Lord of M:- 
hers, beſides the Foormen arm'd with Brigandines, all who appen'd before Lue/-07 , 
and made a ſhew, as if the Army was coming up to beſiege the Place, or at leaſt atcempr 
it by Aﬀaulc : Buc the Town was ſo well provided with Ammanition and Valiant 
6 $, that they would bur have loſt their Labour ; which alſo che Enemy part'y 
knew,«but however they were reſoly'd not to leave them unſaluted, and ſ> came to the 
Barriers to skirmiſh. Tho they came on faſt enough, they were ſoon obliged co with- 
draw much faſter, for they were entertain'd by the Town with many pieces of Artilie- 
ry, from whence were diſcharged huge quarrels of Stone, and mighry Weights of Lead 
and Iron, which kill'd whercever they fell, hut eſpecially made the Frenobmen unwil- 
ling toa oach, for fear their Horſes ſhould be lain, now they were in a {trange Coun- 


ty, Wherefore they wurn'd off thence, and in their way (cr on fire /erchin rhe onus 
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and ſo-many Towns:and ! Vi that way, that the ſmoak was feen at Yalencienye, 
After this the Frexehmen order'd their Battails on the Mountam Caſteres near Vlenc;. 
ennes, to fee if by any*means they could entice che Enemy ro come forth againſt them, 
The mean while 2 Detachment of 200 Spears under the Leading of the Lord Cy, 
the Lord Mauliverer , the Lord of Marthelor, and the Lord of Duney, rode towards 
Montigny, and went and Affaulted a great Tower belonging to Sr, John Vernier of 1:- 
lenciennes, *whichatterwards came to Sr, Fohn Newill, The Afſhule was fterce and con- 
tinued loag, even well-nigh an whole day, fo thar ſeveral of the French 'were flain ang 
wn ors th off : Butthey within behav'd themſelves ſo well, that they 
receiv'd no loſsat About the fame time another Party of Frenchmen went to Tryche, 
thinking at their Pleaſure to paſs the Bridge, and ſo to approach the Town: Bur the 
Townſmen had-already jbroke down the Bridge, and ſtood there to Defend the Paſſage 
So that they could nor hope for any Advantage that way, However having Guides 
among them, and ſuch as knew: the ery, made thift to Convey over ar D-- 
24in two Hundred Men -on Foor, whocame ſuddenly upon the Men of Tyyche : They 
therefore: being but-few in number, and not very Expert in Military Afﬀairs, could not 
endure againſt the French in plain: fight, and fo they fled ro the Town as faſt as they 
could, leaving ſeveral of their Friengs behind, both dead and wounded. Upon this Suc- 
ceſs of the Frexch, another Body, both Horſe-and Foot paſſed over, who joyning with 
the others, ſet themſelves all rogether to Afaule the Town. That day the Seneſcha] 
of Hainault went ſecretly from Valenciennes withan Hundred Men of Arms ro ſuccour 
the Men of Tryche, andinthe way alittle beyond St. Waaſft, he met with 25 Forerun- 
ners of the French Army, whoſe Captains were the Lord Bouciquaut, afterwards Mzr- 
ſhal of France, the Lord Surgteres, and Sr. Wiliam Blandeau who had paſſed the Bridge 


by Valenciennes, called de 1a: Rouelle. When the Seneſchal of Harinanlt eſpied theſe 


Men , he rode forth like a Valiant Captain in the Head of his Troop againſt them, 


* and at the firſt ſhock bore dowh to the Earth with his , the Lord Boncigraur, whom 


he took Priſoner and- fent: to YValexciennes, as one who was ordain'd to a Nobler De- 
ſtiny : The Lord of -Strgieres eſcaped away by the Goodneſs of his Horſe, bur Sr, 
WI"illiam Blandeau was alſo'taken alive by Sr, Henry de Hofalize, and the reſt either 2!l 
taken or ſlain, Then the Seneſchal proceeded on toward 7ryche, but he had almoſt come 
too late ; for the French had juſt taken the Town betore he came, and were now bear- 
ing down the Mills, and a little Caſtle that was hard by : When upon the Seneſchals 
approach, being ſuddenly taken, they had hardly the leiſure ro mount their Horſes ; 
fo they were ealily diſcomfited and pur to fight, and purſued fo narrowly, that many 
leapt into the River of Ske//, and ſome were drown'd, eſpecially the Footmen, of whom 
very few eſcaped. Thus was Tryche fav'd out of the fire, and moſt of the ſpoils recover'd 
again; After which the Seneſchal repafſed the River at Dezain, and rode to his Caſtle of 
Verchin to defend it, - if need ſhould be, 

Allthis while the Duke of Normandy was upon the Mount of Caſteres near upon 21! 
day, expeQing that the Men of Yalenciernes would have iſſued out to have»fought with 
him: And ſo they would: gladly have done, but that Sr, Henry Dantoing their Gover- 
nour and the Provoſt. of the Town, according to the Seneſchals Order, ſtood 2t the 
Gate which looks towards Cambray, and by fair Words and good Arguments ug'd all their 
endeavour to ſtop them from fallying out: For it was too Great, Populous, and rich 2 
City to be; hazarded ar one caſt of Fortune ; But while the Men of War remain'd with- 
in, both they and the Town were ſafe, being a mutual ſecurity to one another, When 
therefore the Duke of Normandy ſaw plainly that they would nor come forth againſt 
him, he ſent the Duke of Athens, and the Marſkals of his Hoſt, the Earl of Auxerre 
and# the Lord of Chaſtillon with 300 Spears to go and$skirmith with them at the B:r- 
riers, All theſe rode forth accordingly in good Order and came to the Barriers on the 
ide de 1z Roxelle, but they durſt not tarry there long for fear of the ſhot from the W1ls, 
which flew their Horſesz the Lord of Chaſti{low notwir ing rode ſo near, that his 
Horle fell dead under him, ſochat he was fain to leap upon- another in great Danger of 
his Own Perſon, Then they retumd by the Marches, and burnt and bear down the 
Mills on the River Rovelle, and ſo came by Charrreux totheir Hoſt again : Bur certain 
of their Company tarried behind at Marley to get ſtore of Forage for their Horſes, 
Now there was a/ conſiderable Caſtle nor for off, formerly belonging to che Lord R-- 
bert of Namur, in Right of the Lady: Iſabells his Wife, who' was one of the Siſters of 
the Preſenc Earl of He:nault, but now by exchange it was again reverted co the Earl.

Lord of Beaurien and many Others, all ready with their Men to ſerve their Lord the 
Earl. Befideof his Allies there came thither ro his Aid, the Earl of Namur with 
200 Spears, after whom came the Duke of Brabart with 600 Spears, and the Duke 
of Gaerle with 400, William Marqueſs of Fuliers was now in England with King 
Edward z but there was the Earl of Mons, the Lord of Yalkenberg, Sr. Arnold of Ba- 
quehen, and divers other Lords and Captains of Almain, HW, eſtphatia and Flanders, All 
theſe with their ſeveral Troops were encamped along by the River Sambre, over a- 
gainſt"rhe Frezch Hoſt, and Plenty of Viduals and other Proviſion was daily brought 
to them out of Hanals. 

When the Duke of Normandy, who liy on the other ſide of the River with a 
goodly Army, ſaw how theſe Lords his Enemies were thus lodged between Sars and 
Avſne, he ſent Word to the King his Father, letting him know how great the Earl of 
Hanglts Forces were, and how they till encreaſed daily, King Phz!/zp being then ar 
Perone, ſent preſently 1200 Spears to the Reinforcement of 'his Son, and he himſe!t 
ſoon after went co the Army, but [ncogarto and like a private Souldier ; for he was un- 
der an Obligation, made by Oath to the Emperour, never to come againſt any Lords 
of the Empue, or thoſe that held chereotf, without the Impuration ot flat Perjury : 
Which by this pitrifull Salvo he thoughe now to avoid, Wherefore the Duke of 
N, , his Son, was ſtill look'd upon and named che Chiet General of the whole 
Army ; th6 all the while he did nothing, but by the Advice and at the Command of 
the King his Father, 

When thoſe, who were befieged in Thine, faw-the Earl of Heinal: come to their 
Aid with ſuch a Mighty Power, they were well refreſhed, as well with the Conſcience 
of having held out fo gallantly, as with ſure Hopes of an cafie Deliverance, Bur all 
their Friends were not come yer, for on the fourth Day after the Earls Arrival, there 
came to him a freth Acceſſion of conſiderable Forces from Yalenciennes, under the Conduct 
of Sr. Fohn de Boſſu Provoſt of the City, Upon this Reinforcement the Earl of Ha 
nalt began to skirmiſh with the Frenchmen couragiouſly : But neither were they 
wanung to do their Devoir z ſo' that with Arrows, Quarrels and Engines many were

The Duks- 
ſaid, Te would ask Counſel of his Lords, but they were ſo long in Debate, thar th; 
Heralds were fain to come back: for-thar time without any Anſwer at all. The third 
Day after therefore the Earl, having all this while received no, Return to his Meſſage, 
ſent again to the Duke to know his final Reſolution, The Duke repli'd, © Thar þ: 
© was not ſufficiently convinced, that it was neceſſary to give his Enemies Battle :: 
* their pleaſure, but at his own rather : That the Earl was too hot and haſty, bur mig): 
© perhaps be cooled ſome time or other, The Earl hearing this, took it buc for me: 
Tergiverſation and Delay, and fo declared to his Chief. Lords and Captains the Sunn 
of his two Meſſages with the Anſwer, and that he was reſolv'd to fling a Brice 0. 
ver, and go and give them Battle in ſpighe of their Teeth, demanding their Opinion; 
thereupon, Art this they all began, to look an each other, every Man being unwilling 
to ſpeak Firſt ; but by and by the Duke of Brabant ſpake thus for all: * To mk: 
* a Bridge and fo to go over and fight the French ( whatever I ſhould think in othe: 
* Circumſtances) is not my Opinion at this time, ForlI am moſt certainly aſſure, 
*that the King of England will very ſhortly come over the Sea, and lay his Siege be- 
* fore Tournay, and you know we have all ſworn to aid and ſuccour hum' to the ut- 
* moſt of our Power. If we ſhould now fight the French, and have fo ill ſucce( 
**as to loſe the Field, King Edward would miſs of his Purpoſe, and be wholly cil- 
** appointed of the help he expe&eth of us. And if we ſhould obtain the Victory, he 
** will have but ſmall reaſon to thank us ; fince we ſhall ſeem to have preter'd the 
* Gratification of our own Revenge to the care of his Welfare. So that my Opinion i;, 
* that by no means, while it is in our choice not to be compell'd, we engage our ſclvc 
* with the whole Power of Framce, without the Preſence of him, who is chiefly con- 
*cem'd in this War, But when we ſhall lie betore Tournay, with King Edward on 
* our fice, and the Frexch King in Perſon againſt us, I ehink it will be next to impol- 
* fible, that we ſhould then miſs of a Battle, Wherefore for this time my Advic:

ſon to the Lord of Beaumont, .who thanking him tor his pains, return'd.ro the Ea:l 
whom he found playing at Chels with the Earl of Namur. But when the Earl ſaw 
his Uncle, he role up haſtily and went aſide, and heard diſtin&ly what the King of 
France had anſwer'd him ; at which, tho outwardly he took little notice, he was ex- 
teamly diſpleaſed in his Mind, ſaying only this, © Well, well, butI hopethings will noc 
« fall out as he imagins, 

While thus the Caſtle of Thine was batter'd on one fide by the Frexch, 2nd could 
not be effeQually relieved by the Hainalders without a Battle, which it ſeems the 
French declin'd, as we have thewn, the * Three Captains of the Caſtle by fecter 2d- 
vice from the Earl of Hainalr, having. provided a good Ship and other Barks, inco 
which they pat all their Men and Proviſion, fiſt fer the Caſtle all-of a light fire, and 
then immediatly departed to the Army of their Friends, by whom they were received 
with much joy.

IV. All the time of this Siege, which laſted for about Nine Weeks, the King of Ex. 
land and his Allies had * good ſtore of all manner of Neceſlaries ; for their Forager;

Flanders at eafie Rates, One Morning the young Earl of Hainas/t, who could nere 
forget the Injuries lately done by the Frenchmen in his Country, took along with hin 
the Lord © Walter Manny,and the Lord Reginald Cobham with 5 00 96 and ]eay.ng 
the Siege, rode forth by Lille, which he left on his Right Hand, burnt the Goo! 
Town ct Sec/in, and many little Villages thereabouts , theiggfan-currours running up z; 
far as the Suburbs of Lexs in Artois, Then theſe Lords another way, and 10d tg 
the Town of Orchies, which was taken and burnt, for it was not greatly fortif'd ; many 
other petty Towns they burnt alſo, and overran the whole Country , after which they 
retuin'd to the Army before Tourney, with much c and Booty, 

The Flemmings that lay at the Siege, were ever the moſt Obſtinate of all others in 
moleſting the Beſicged, as well thr6 the Encouragement of their Leader Jacob van 4r- 
teveld , as becauſe the hope of Gaining their Cautionary Towns of Lz/le, Berhun, nd 
Doway, depended chiefly upon the Succeſs againſt Towrnay at this time. One Aſſzu 
among the reſt endured with great Pertinacy on both fides, tor one whole day without 
aty Intermiſſion ; during which ſpace many notable Adventures happen'd, for the Chic: 
of the Captains, and Men of Arms in Tourney came to that part z the Fury ot the Br 
ſiegers flaming there moſt terribly, For they came by Water in Ships, and other Vel- 
ſels brought thicher for that purpoſe, intending to break down the Barriers and the Po- 
ſtern of the great Arch, Burt it was fo reſolutely defended, that the Flemming s wit 
nothing for all their Labour ; but after all, having loſt a Veſſel with fixſcore Men in he: 
(which were every Man drown'd) they were forced to give over the Aſſault, being all 
Weary and ſoundly Beaten. Many Adventures happen'd in the time of this Siege, 2! 
which cannot be here enumerated, bur ſome Particulars muſt not be omitred in {o ge- 
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neral and full an -Hiſtory, as this is, On Land they had high Stages and Belfroys of :

ſo much Miſchief to the Men of Lille, was a Ptiifoner in his Camp, ſent his Officers 
for him, and forthwith order'd him to be carried under a Guard to Lz/le, giving the In- 
habitants leave to do with him as they thought beſt, No Prayers, nor Promiſes of 
Gold or Silver could mollifie the minds of thoſe Men, when they ſaw him in their 
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Power ; but immedirtly they put him to a cruel Death, though he offer'd an incre- 
dible Ranſom : ſo juſtly did he formerly fear to fall into Petr Hands, when the 
Earl of Seliburyy and the Earl of Syffolks Son were taken ; but yet what fo wiſe- 
ly he before avoided, being urged by his unhappy Deſtiny, he now fell into una-

King Philip was wonderfully pleas'd with this Adventure of Sr, Robert Baillenuls, 
and no doubt gave him ſome good Tokens of his Favour : For ſmall ſucceſſes are a 
Refreſhment to a Man after great and continued Loffes ; and beſides he was glad that 
by the death of an Enemy, he had ſo highly gratified his good Snbjects of Lille, as if 
he had given them large Franchiſes. EE 

But the Earl of Hainalt was fo extreamly * incens'd at this Matter, that immedi- * P«c5/cep. 
atly he ' ſent to his Subje&ts of YValenciennes, that at ſuch a time they ſhould come rs RS 
and meer him before Mort«/znc, appointing them to make their Aſſault between the 7 33. ho 
Rivers of Scarp and Skel/, and the Towns ot St. Amandand Conder, Againſt the time 
limited He himſelf and the Lord John his Uncle, with the Seneſchal of Hainalt and 
600 Spears of Haina/t and Almain, departed from the Siege before Tournay, 1nd went 
to Mortaign on the fide of Condet, at which time alſo the Men of Valenciennes came 
on another Part in great Numbers, bringing with them ſeveral huge —_— for Bat- 
tery. The Lord of Beaujeu, who Coke there at that time, had all along expe- 
Qed a Siege, becauſe the Fortreſs ſtood fo near the River, and was ſo unwelcom 2 
Neighbour to Hzinale : Wherefore on the Sides next the Land he had made ſttong 
Fortifications, and cut deep Trenches, and to ſecure himſelf on the River Side, he had 
cauſed twelve hundred Piles to be driven in, that no Veſſels might paſs that way. 
But for all theſe Preparations the Earl and his Men came thither on one part, and 
the Men of Valenciennes on another : And ſo the Aſſault began in Two places ar 
once, But the Piles on one fide hindred their Progreſs, and the Earl approaching the 
Barriers, found the Trenches on his fide ſo deep and large, that he could not come near 
enough, and he wanted both Hands and Stuff, beſides time, to fill them, Then he ac- 
visd, and ſent four hundred Men over the River Scarp, to that fide where Chateau / 
Abbaye and St. Amend ſtood, commanding them to give an Aſſault at the Gate chac 
looks toward Mau/d, And now was Mortaign encloſed on: three Parts ; that being 
the weakeſt of the Three, which reſpe&ted Mauld ; but yet it prov'd ſtrong enough :

Notorious and Capital Crime, falſly Accuſe, - And having Publiſhed theſe Articles in his 
Church, he commanded the Biſhop of Londox, and all the Suffragans of his Province to 
Publiſh che ſame in their Churches and Dioceſes. 

Preſently hereupon che King, that he might- ſome way obviate theſe High Procecd- 
ings of the grwnyea” | wrote to the Biſhop of Loxdon, ſetting forth, © that at the per-

ſeveral parts of ,the Cached then" upon 'Dury, drew thitherward apace, others - 
king all haſte to follow them. - By this the Menof Rennes began'to draw off, but 
ſlowly, becauſe as yet they did not ſee all cheir Danger ; \ that being preſently in a mar- 
ner ſurrounded, many were flain;''and more taken, among whom was the Caprain him- 
ſelf, 'Him they brought Priſoner tothe Earl, who underſtanding, that he was might;- 
ly beloyed by all the City, immediately cauſed hum to be preſented before the Ton; 
offering to the Burgeſſes,, thar if they intended-ro fave their Captains Life, they ſhou!d 
deliver up the-place 'to the Earl, -otherwiſe he: ſhould be hanged before their Gates. 
Upon this the, Beſieged- defired time to conſider ; but different Opinions prolonged the 
Counſel; : for rhe Commons loved their Captain wonderfully, and had great pity of his 
hatd caſe, which. be had incurr'd for their Sakes: - And belides they ſaw, they werenor 
able to hold out long for want of Proviſions; wherefore they were for accepting Con- 
ditions of Peac#{ Buethe Rich Burgefſes who had enough for themſelves, and being 
all of ofie '\mind and well-nigh all Related cogether, by intermingled Affinity , diew 4- 
part by: themfelyes, and. proclaimed ;- thar all, -who were of their fide, thould follow 
them; {0 that preſencly they were about two Thouſand, At this the Commons, 
who were farmore 1m aamber, began firſt highly'to rate them with bitter words , and

|' When the Commons had preſented the Keys of- the City to the Earl, and ſet their 
Gares wide open, he marched in with a ſufficient Number, the reſt of his Army being 
left in the Fields: And having firſt made Peace between the Burgeſſes and Commons, 
he then Created new Provoſt, Aldermen, Bayliffs, Serjeants, and other Officers, and 
within the ſpace of three days, ſer all things in very good Order, ſhewing himſelt vey 
gracious to.the Inhabitants, After that he raiſed his Camp, and took the Left hand, 
marching Southerly, toward the very ſtrongeſt Caſtle in all Bretagne , called Henne- 
bond, a Sea-port Town, about which the Sea alſo ran round in great and deep Tren- 
ches. When Sr. Henry Perfort perceived the Exrls Reſolution to g0 thither , he was 
mightily concerned for his Brother, Sr, Oliver Penfort, the Captain of that Fortrels, 
whom he ever loved entirely ; 1Mt he ſhould miſcarry in obſtinacel defending the place.

In the mean while. King Philip cauſed the Earldom of Montford to be confiſcate 
and ſeiſed into his Hands ; becauſe Ear] John had made a League with the King of 
England his Adverſary : W herefore King Edward reipeting * this his Loſs, and wil. 
ling to gratifie him with an Equiyalent, gave him the Earldom of Richmond in Eg. 
land, with the Rights belonging voto it, in like manner, as John Duke of Bretagne, 
and Earl of Richmond, his Brother had held it , untill fuch time as he ſhould recoye; 
his Earldom of Montford, Teſte Rege apud Weſtminſt. 24 Septemb. 1341. Sothat 
we may well doubt the Authority ot thoſe, who ſay this Title was given to the Lord 
Robert of Artois : Tho it may indeed be ſuppoſed, that Jobs Dreex, late Duke 6 
Bretag re might, for adhering to Fraxce againſt Exgland, be deprived of that Title, 
which ( if our Hiſtorians muſt be in the right ) was thereupon given as they (ay, t9 
the foreſaid Lord Robert ( th6 he is not found in the Catalogue of the Earls of Ri. 
:ond ) but upon this Occaſion, upon an Equivalent conſideration, might be taken 
from him again: For as yet the Lord Robert of Aricis was not cecealed, as will ip-

X. And now * all the forementioned Frexch Lords, who had abetted the Quand 
of Charles of Blecis, being ready with their Forces, began tro march from Paris and 6. 
ther Parts, to the place of their /general Rendezvous, which was the City of Aye;

Knights of Genoa, Sr. Otho de Rue, St. Charles Germanlx, and Sr. Galeas : |! 
Banulme, who was Captain of the Croſsbows, The Aimy fiiſt went to a ſtrong C+- 
{tle ſtanding on an high Mountain, called Chenticeanx, at the very Entry of Bretagne, 
on the Loire 3 which was pretty well furniſhed with Men of War, under the Com- 
mand of two Knights of Lorrain, Sr. Giles and Sr, Valeran, This Caſtle they thought 
beſt to reduce, becauſe *rwas not fafe ro leave fo ſtrong a Fortreſs behind them: 
Wherefore they inyeſted it round, and made many vigorous Affaults, eſpecially the 
Genoueſe, who Rrove mightily: to 'gatn Honour in this. their fiſt Service with the 
Frenchmen ; But their geat Courage was more hurtfull to themſelves than to their 
Enemies ; for the Beſieged defended themſelves fo well, that of a long while they had 
no harm. But at laſt the Aſſailants reſolving to try all ways, rather than hazard ther 
Reputation in this their firſt Enterpriſe, carr;ed thicher ſo much Timber, Gra(s-p/ats 
and Faggots, that they filled the Di therewith, whereby they were able to ap- 
proach cloſe to the Walls, The Befieged ſpared not to welcome them with plent- 
tul! Showers of Burning Pitch, Quick-lime, Stones, Chalk and Iron-bars ; But the 
Frenchmen had brought with them a ſtrong Engine, in manner of a Penthouſe, like 
the old Roman Teftudo, under which the Pioneers might. fafely mine the Walls. Ar 
the very ſight whereof, eſpecially when they found they could not break or fire it, 
the Belieged began to capitulate, and at laſt yielded up the Caſtle, on 'condition to 
have their Lives and Goods ſaved. Then the Duke ot A mandy, who was Generil 
in this Expedition, deliver'd the Fortreſs to Sr. Charles, of Blos as his own ; who pre 
ſcutly pur therein a good Garriſon, to keep open an. Entrance for him into Bretagne 
Thence they marched along by the Loire, diretly towards Nantes ; where they hez 
their Enemy the Earl of Monford was at that. time.

VIIL When the Earl of Darby © had caken his Pleaſure in the Caſtle of Revle a day 

o two, having ſet Men at work bout the Repaus of what had been broken, and 
filled up. the Mine with Stones, Cement and Earth, he lett an Eng/þ Knight his 
Captain of the Town and Caſtle, and fo rode forth to Monpeſat, whither many of 
the Cotntry had fled with their Goods, in confidence of the Strength of the Place : 
but the Caſtle was not greatly furniſhed with Men of War ; wheretore it was foon ta- 
ken by Aſſault and Scalade, tho ſeveral Ezg/zſb Archers were loſt in the Attack, and 
an Exgliſþ Gentleman, who bore the Lord Sraffords Banner, named Sr. Richard Pex- 
fort. This Place the Earl committed to the Cuſtody of one of his own Eſquires cal- 
led Thomas Lancaſter, and left with him 20 Archers, Then he went before 1Mauros, 
which he aſſaulted long and vigoroufly, but was not able to carry it ; however he 
lodged there for that Night. The next day as they held 2 Council of War, a Knight 
of Gaſcogne, named Sr, Alexander of Chaumont ( who being the laſt Year Jett Caprain 
of Auberoche, had now leave to joyn the Engliſh Forces ) ſaid thus to the Fail of 
Dey, * Sir, 1 defire you would make a Shew, as it you rais'd your Siege and march'd off 
«to ſome other Part, only leaving a few Men till betore the Town: I know the Na- 
«we of thoſe within ſo well , chat 1 durſt engage they will make a Sally upon thoſe, 
©whom they ſhall ſee lagging thus behind : Then ler your Men fly witely while they 
*Chace, bur we will lic under che Olives in Ambuſcado, and when they have purlue 
*till they are paſt our Ambuth, ſome of us ſhall hold "themip Play, white others re- 
* tn coward the Town, which they ſhall find open. This Counſel the Earl zpproved, 
and having in the Declining of the Day, order'd the Earl of Oxford with an 100 1e- 
le&t Horſe only to ſtay behind ; all well informed how to behave themſelves, began ro 
march away with' the reſt of his Army, Bagg and Baggage. And halt a League oft Sr. 
Walter Manxy was planted with a great Ambuth fn a Vale among the Olives and Vines, 
and the Earl rode on a great way before with his Banners alotr, When thole of Mas: 
ron (awin what manner the Earl departed, as it were haſtily, leaving thoſe Men be- 
hind him, and that the Enzliſh Army was too tar off to give them any timely Afſit- 
ſtance, they ſaid one to another, © Let us now at length (ally our and fight with thicls 
: Loiterers, that Lg thus indiſcreetly behind their Maſter : We ſhall 100n -ditcomhe 
" them every Man, and get thereby no ſmall Honour and Advantage. To this Reto- 
tion = all quickly agreed, and being ready mounted and armed, 409 0! them 
made a (ally, The Earl of Oxford, who deſired as much, firſt retired back in {ome 
eming Diſorder : But when he ſaw them begin the Chace in good carneſt, he and 
s Men alfo, as in fear, ſet upon the Spur, but yet ſo as to leave the Enemy Hopes to 
overtake them ſoon. Thus the one Party fled in Jeft and the other purſued in Ear- 
neſt, cill all were paſt the Ambuſh : At that inſtant the Earl of Oxford turns back in 
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my, and the Lord Walter Manny ruſhes out from among t1.. 
Vines upon their Backs, crying out a Manny, 4 Manny ! While another part of the 
Ambuſh took the Way ſtraight to the Town, where they found the Barrs and Gate; 
left open againſt the Return of their Friends : For- it was now dark and none (1 
diſcern, but that theſe New-comers were their old Companions ; rill they ſaw them 
ſeiſe the Gates and the Bridge, and ſo make themſelves Maſters of the Town, T hoſe 
who had made the Sally, were all either flain, or taken every man of them ; for they 
were, as we thew'd, encloſed both before and behind, Wherefore the Town yielce; 
with great humility to the Earl of Darby, who: of his great Grace and Clemency tg, 
them to Mercy, and ſpared their Houſes from Fire and Plunder, Al that Lord(hip 1}, 
Earl gave to Sr, Alexander of Chaumont, by whoſe Advice the Town was won ; where.

Caſtles, and wan much Spoil and great Riches, all which like a Noble Prince, he diftriby. 
ted among his Men. ; 

IX. From hence he rode to * Mirapont in his way toward Bourdeaux ; (for 3!l this 
while the Currours of his Army never went near St. Mary-Porr) which having held 
out three Days, yielded on the Fourth, and this Place he committed to the Care 5 
a Valiant Eſquire of his, John Briſtow. Thence he ſent our a Detachment, which 
took in a little encloſed Town, called Toxneins, ſtanding on the River Garonne ; and 
after that a ſtrong Caſtle, named Damaſan, a little lower on the other fide the (id 
River; which was furniſhed with a convenient Garriſon.

into Agou/emors, and fat down with all his Forces before the great City of Argu- 
leſme, \aying, he would not ſtir thence, till he had it at his Pleaſure, But the Cit- 
zens being terrify'd with his Succeſſes, made a Compoſition with him, to ſend 24 of 
their Cluet Burgeſſes their Hoſtages to Bowrdeaux : That he ſhould give then Re- 
{pic for a Moneth : Within which time, if the French King ſend a ſufficient Captain 
to keep the Field againſt him ; then they to have their Hoſtages reſtored, and tob: 
acquitted of all Obligation : But if no ſuch Forces appear, then they without any more 
acoe, to ſubmit to the Government of the King of Exg/and, Upon this Compotition 
the Earl rode to Blaye in Saintogne, wherein were two Valiant and Hardy Captains, 
Sr. Guiſchard, alias Sr. Richard Dangle, (afterwards for the Exgliſh, and 1n time ons 
of the Knights of the Honourable Order of the Garter) and the other was Sr, H": 
liam ot Rochechouart, of no leſs Courage and Loyalty, TheſeKanights anſwe''d the Ez' 
Summons, © That they would yield ro no Man living : Wherefore he laid to then 
a ſtrong and cloſe Siege, and in the mean time ſent out a Detachment to Mortagne if 
Saintegne by the Sea-fide, whereof was Captain a Noble and Hardy Knight, namec 
the Lord of Bouciquault : Who Defended the Place ſo well, that the Earl's Men c- 
ipaird to take it. Wherefore after ſome loſs, they wheel'd off ro Mirembean, and 2!- 
ter thar, as far aS Away, both which alſo they found too tough for them, and (o 7e- 
cu'n'd, to the Camp befgre Bl/aye, Here no Day paſſed without ſome notable feat of 
Arms pertormed ; and now firſt did Sr, Richard Dangle begin to bear ſome kind incli- 
nation to the Exg/ih Nation ; but here he held out gallantly : So that by this time 
the Moneth being compleat , the Earl of Darby remembring his Agreement with the 
City + of Angouleſme, ſent thither his two Marſhals, to whom the Citizens (ware Al- 
legiance in behalt of the King of England, their Maſter, Whereupon their Hoſtags 
Were reltoted, the City indemnified, and the Earl at their Requeſts ſent unto chem tor 
their Captain Sr. Fohs Norwich, a Valiant and Politick Commander, and a * Baron 
England, tho ?

Thus Facob van Arteveld, who by his Popular Air, his Policy, and Wiſdom, had 
arrived to the moſt abſolute Government of all Flanders, was by a ſudden turn cf For- 
tune miſerably ſlain on a ® Wxday in the afternoon, being the * 17 of Fulzy. Thee 
accompanied him in his Death ten other Principal Perſons of his Council (among whon 
were a Brother and a Nephew of his) beſides, as many of the Welchmer, as made Re. 
ſiſtance , to the Number of 70 in all; the Reſt being ſpared in reſpect to the King 
their Maſter, got away ſafe unto him again, as he lay at Scluſe, waiting tor other kind 0! 
News, than what thete Men brought him. 

VI. As ® for Lewss Earl of Flanders, who was then at Dendermonde , 2 City 0! 
that part of Flanders, which belong'd ro the Empire, he was very well pleas'd, when 
he heard of the Death of this his old Enemy: And yet tor all that, he durſt not

Foot ; ſo that they could eaſily afford ro make two or three Aſſaults every Day, and _*c* 


moſt commonly from Morning, till the Evening without any intermiſſion : For (till , 
when one Party was well wearied with Storming, there came treſh Aſſailants in their 
ſtead, whereby they held the Defendants in continual Action, Bur firſt, the Frexch 
Lords conſidering, that they could not come freely to the Front of the Caſtle at the 
Bridge and Gate ; unleſs they paſſed the River Garonne, which was Large and Deep : 
The Duke of Normandy Commanded, that a Bridge ſhould be laid over the River, 
whatſoever it coſt, When the Exgiiſh Captains perceived the 'Bridge to be more 
then half Gniſhed , rhen they equipp'd three Good Veſſels, and Manning them well 
with Sele&t Men of Arms and Archers, ſent them forth to deſtroy the Enemies Works.

Cardinal de /z Motte, which was about 12 Leagues diſtant from Arguillou, The Arch- ?- 525 
deacon of V#forr, who was Lord of the Caſtle, and held for Exg/azd, underſtanding of 
the Frenchmens Approach to his Fortreſs, went out privily and rode Poſt to /a Reole ; where 
the Earl of Lancaſter and Dqpby lay at that time with his little Army, waiting for ſome 
Advantage againſt the Duke of Normandy, Upon the Information and Requelt of this 
Man, the Earl appointed a certain Number of Horſemen and Archers to ride along 
with him: With whom che Archdeacon going back, came on the 31 of Fly, early 
in the Morning, before his own Caſtle called Caft://ox» upon the Dordonne, where he 
found the Frenchmen , who had inveſted it the Day before, and made a vigorous Aiſaulr 
or two, but to little Purpoſe. The Exyli/þ immediatly fer ſpurs to their Horſes, and 
alailed the Frenchmen with ſuch fury, that after a ſharp and hard Rencounter, they to- 
tuly routed them, having lain and taken Priſoners no leſs than 20co Foot and 400 
Horſe ; among whom the Seneſchal himſelf, and many other Perſons of Quality, were 
taken : The Refiduc made their eſcape by reaſon of the Wearineſs of the Exg/iſp in

Divinity, with his- Letrers , wherein he exhorced them to delrver up unto him the 
Town and Caſtle; and he promiſed to receive them into his Grace and Prbtedtion, 
and to let them enjoy their Properties ſecurely, But him the Biſhop of Baierx cauſes 
to be clapt in Irons, and detained in the Dungeon of the Caſtle, tearing the Kings l&t- 
ters in pieces, and urging the Captains to ſtand- boldly to their Defence. For that ay 
the» King of Exgland took up his Lodging early in the Afternoon by a little Port- 
Town called Eſtrehan, near the River Orze'; whither his Admiral came to him wit 
his Navy, The Conſtable and the other French Lords in Caen kept good Watch thxt 
Night, and the next Morning betimes were all in Arms, together with the Inhabitants, 
ready to ſerve their Country with the hazard of their Lives.

= And now for a while we ſhall leave King Eaward at the Siege of Calais, and 
look what became of the Siege of Argnillon in Agencis, the News whereof had lately 
ncited the King of Er2/and to make this Expedition, All this while * the Duke of 
Normandy lay before the ſtrong Caſtle of 4:24://on, not now fo much in hopes to win 
the Place ( for, not only the Exg/rſh held our ſtill with their uſual Bravery ; but he 
al himſelf was heid ſhort by the Farl of Darby ) as becauſe he had raſhly made a 
ſolemn Vow never to depart thence till he had the Fortreſs at his Devotion, Now a 
few Days before the Bartle of Creſſy was tought, Duke John hearing, thar King Eqd- 
nd was marching through France, reſolved to give one more general Aſſault, if by 
-ny means he might by Carrying the Place, both fave his Oath, and alſo be at liberty 
:o -0 2nd affiſt his Father, Ir was then about the middle of Augu/t, and the French-

wanting from the Duke, nor provocations trom the Enemy. But for all that, alth6 
in 4 manner the whole Army was engaged in a general Aſſault, carried on with the 
utmoſt yigour for the ſpace of an whole Day, yer all was in vain, and their Loſſes 
weredoubled, but their Advantages no whit better'd, Among many others, there fell char 
dy the young Lotd Phil;p of Burzundy (Eldelt Son to Eudo the IV.

VII. Now King Philip was returned to Paris, where he buſted himſelf in Thoughts 
nothing unworthy the Grandeur of ſuch a Monarch ; nor did all this Adverfity abate 
age, or extort one Low thought from him : He reſolves to try all means to up- 
bold his Sinking Honour, 2nd take a tevere Vengeance of his Enemies for the Lols he 
had received, .

King 
Edwards V i&orious Progreſs, as becaufe he ſaw his own Honour {o apparently touched, 
ia that he had received ſuch Oppoſition before ſo inconſiderable a Fortreſs, Indeed he 
had met with many Checks Rebuffs dur this Siege, not only from the Beſie- 
ged themſelves, who maintain'd the Place with invincible Courage, as we have pa:t;. 
cularly ſthew'd ; but alſo from the moſt Noble Earl of Darby, who held him {© bore 
with his flving Troops, that ſcoured about the Country for that purpoſe, having ce:- 
tain ſtrong Garriſons tor their Retreat , thar he cold never ger in Provitions talt enough tg 
ſupply the wants of his Army; and what he got was not many times withour great Labour, 
tho ferch'd in by Conſiderable Bodies. Wherefore that he ſuffer'd fome Difthculty i; 
very ealily granted, but that he was theteby obliged ſecretly ro torſake his A:my, 2nd 
eſcape away by ſtealth, Icannot by ariy means allow, tho * ſome of our Writers have 
too. heegletly ventur'd to fay asmuch: And chat his Headleſs Army thereupon flying 
away after him in much Confuſion, they were between che People of the Country and 
the Earl-of Darby, almoſt all reduced to-nothing. 

I have all along profeſſed to have a zeal for Truth, and muſt not therefore here 
allow of thoſe improbable Relations of ſome of our Countrymen : For it is certain, 
that Prince John was a Man of truly Royal Courage and Magnanimity ; and the Army 
he lead very tormidable fot the Fame ot its Captains and Officers, as well as its own 
Numbers, And we are fure, not only that the Earl of Darby was unable to keep the 
Field againſt him ; bur that King Edward, who alſo well knew as much, chiefly at f:{ 
undertook this Expedition, as was generally reputed, with a deſign to raiſe that Siege : 
Tho as we. have ſhewn he was diverted into Normandy, as well by the Neceflity 0 
the Weather, as atterwards by New-Counſels, And alſo we ſhall preſently fee this 
Duke in the Head of a conſiderable Army, watching King Edwards Motions, which 
cou:d not have been, had he ſo unworthily deſerted theſe Forces and betray'd them to 
Ruine, Wherefore we ſhall embrace che more probable Account, which * Fro;/ar4 
gives in this manner : That when Duke John received this expreſs Command from his 
Father, that he ſhould forthwith break up his Siege from before Arguillon, and with all 
Expedition return ifto Frexce, to defend his Heritage againſt the Exg/iſh, he call'd his 
Chiet Lords and Captains about him to a Council of War, to know what Courle he 
had beſt to take in chat Juncure : For as he ſaid, he had ſolemnly ſworn, never to de- 
part thence till he had won the Caſtle, The Lords all agreed with one Conſent, 
** That fince his Facher commanded him, he muſt obey, notwithſtanding his Oach, which 
** muſt be implied bur Conditional, ſince being both a Son and a Subject, he was not 
** therein at his own Diſpoſe : For his Duty to his King and Father had laid a greater 
* and more early Obligation upon him, 

IX. According to this Advice, the next Morning early he prepared to March back 
with his Hoſt roward Pars, having ? ſent unto the Pope to 4wi7non, requeſting to be 
ablolvee of his Oath, which he had made nor to part thence, till he had the Caſtle ;

therefore leave thele Idle Tales, and go to a more probable and better atteſte4 Narra- 
tion, The Earl of Pembroke, and the Lord Walter Manny were with ſome other 2fore- 
nention'd Chiet Captains of Arguillon: Who when they ſaw the Departure of the 


Duke of Normandy (tor he had ® fired his Tents to the great Damage of thoſe that 


were Infirm, and the Loſs of their Neceſſaries) reſolved to give him a brisk Farewell. * 
And fo the Lord * Walter Manny iflued out with his Banner before him, and daſhed 
in among the hindmoſt of the French, and felt upon them with ſuch Vigour, that he * 


flew one with another 6c0o of them; and took about 60 Priſoners, whom he 

kr back with him into the Fortrefs. Of theſe Priſoners, upon enquiry, he under- 
ſtood, how the King ot England, his Maſter, had mace an Expedition into France, and 
had won 2 notable Victory in the Fields of Creſſy , and was intended to lay his Siege 
before Calan. 

' Sr. Walter Manny ſome days after fell inro Communication with one of 
the Chiet of all his Priſoners, who was a Noble Knight of Normandy, and both ve. 
ry Dear, znd alſo nearly Allied ro Duke John; demanding of him, how much Money 
he was content to pay tor his Ranſom, The Knight reply'd, © He would very wil- 
« lingly give him 3000 Crowns, © Well, ſaid the Lord Mary, I am fully enformed, 
*rhat You are of Kin to the Duke of Normandy, and very High in his Favour; of 
« chat Iam ſure. And it I would preſs upon You, I am certain, You could pay me 
*,0600 Crowns: Put I ſhall deal otherwiſe with You, and only rely upon your 
« Faith and Promiſe, You ſhall go to the Duke your Lord, and endeavour to obtain 
« of him a Safe-Condud tor me, and 29 more of my Company to ride thts France 
*to Calais, We paying courteoufly for all our Expences, and lying but One Night: 
«naplace, till We come thither z and not offering the leaſt Wrong or Violence to 
* any ſoul whatſoever, And if You can get this Grant of the Duke, or of the King, 
* bis Father, I ſhall clearly quit You your Ranſom with many Thanks : For I am

X. To all this the Knight agreed, and gave his Promiſe to keep the Bargain truly 
and honeſtly, and ſo went to Pars ; where having found the Duke of Normandy, he 
Obtained of him a Paſs-port and Safe-Condudt tor Sr, Walter Manny , and only*20 
Horſemen belide, and therewichall returning punctually to Arguil/on , upon deli- 
vey of the ſaid Conduct, he was freely acquitted of his Ranſom and Impri-

from theſe Letters, but many other ways knew well enough, what hardſhips and Gi&i- 
culties his Loyal SubjeRs of Calais had all along undergone, and was all this while en- 
deavouring their Reſcue : But as his Preparations were great, ſo they took up much 
timez however in anſwer to the foreſaid Letters, he ſent word to King Edward, that 
he would ſhortly come and look _ Sicge ; and to the Califians, that now he 
would by no means fail to bring a ſpeedy and - powertull Succour, All this 
while Ps Duke of Normandy, had made ſeveral Offers to draw near Cali; with a

Philip, telling him, ©* That if he did nor make haſte to ſuccour Calars and drive the 
* Enemy away, they were net able any longer to endure ſych a Neighbour ; but mult 
*of neceſſity yield up all cher Towns to the King of Exglavd, Wherefore King 
Philip made haſte and began his March thicherward ; upon News whereof the Earl ot 
Lancaſter haſted back immediately for Calais ; but howeyer he had in this ſhort Expe- 
dition ſo well ranſacke the Country, that he brought back with him no leſs than 2060 
Quay and Kine, and more than 5000 Sheep, which was a great Refreſhment to the

Upoh News hereof 
King Philip was obliged to remove from Amzens to Arras, that fo he might be nearer 
x: hand to watch the Motions of the Flemings, and upon occaſion to give them Bat- 
tle; and all the Garrifons of Artow he reinforced with freſh Men of War, bur eſpeci- 
aly he ſeat the Lord Charles de 1s Cerds, commonly called Don Carlos of Spain, who 
«250 to Dor Lewis of Spain, Prince of the Fortunate Iflands, now lately deceaſed, 
und Sonin Law to Guy late of Blow, and now in the Abſence of the Earl of Eu 
and Guiſnes ( who was then Priſoner in England) Conſtableot France, this Man he 
ſent with a ſtrong Reinforcement to St. Omers for its greater Security, Bur notwith- 
_ the Flemings had done exceſſive Miſchief about in the Country, and had Alain 
many Frenchmen and.won much Booty, before King Philip removed to Arras; but 
upon the News of his Arrival, doubting leſt he ſhould come upon them with all his For- 
s, they raiſed their Siege and feturned into Flanders.

I. OW doth King Edward the Third ſeem to ſtand in the full Zenith berh 
of his Age and Glories : He had bur juſt paſt the 35 Year of his Life, 
and yet was crown'd at Home in his Family with a Lovely Row of Hope- 
full Children, and a Vertuous and Beautifull Conſort ; in his Kingcoms 

with Peace and tull Proſperity: And abroad he was renowned above all the Kings of 

the Eartn for his Notable Victories by Sea and by Land, in Scotland, France and Bre- 
rayne ; for ſet Battles, or Taking of Towns ; for Kings flain, Kings routed, nd 

Kings taken Captive: Nor was his Moderation leſs admired and commended, which he 

ſhew'd in Refuſing the Title and Dignity of an Emperour. This in my Opinion s the 

Brighteſt part of all his Reign ; th6 yet another King remains ro be Captive by his 

Arms, and 'another King is deſtin'd to recover an Uturped Crown by the Aid of his 

Sword and Fortune, 

For now * by means of ſo honourable a Peace, founded on ſo many remarkable V'- 
Qtories, it ſeem'd asif the Golden Age was reduced to England; and a New Sun began 
to ſhine in our Horizon : So great Riches and Plenty, the uſual Attendants of Con- 
queſt, being generally diffuſed over the face of the whole Land. For there was {carce 
a Lady, or Gentlewoman of any Account, which had not in her poſſeſſion ſome prect-

to obey him, Wherefore *rwas not for any jealouſie, that King Eaward now took him 
with him into Exglard, but rather for Friendſhip and Good-will, chat ſo he mighe 
be removed, as he defired, from being preſent among that ſtubborn People, whoſe vexa- 
ious Rebellions that he might avoid, he laid by his Right to a Crown, being willing to 
his latter days in ſome quiet and Honourable Retreat, which King Edward allow'd 
him all his Life, even ſeven Years after, at which time he died.

V, Thele exceſſive Subfidies were occaſion of many Murmurs, and of ſome lnſurre. 
ions, as at Arras eſpecially: Where on the * Fifth of March being 2 Sturdy, there 
aroſe a fierce and mortal Contention between the Commons and the Chiet Burgeſſes 0; 
the Town: At which time the Commons flew Seventeen of the moſt Eminent of their 


Citizens ; and on the m— after they murder'd Four more, and proſcribed moſt of 


thoſe that were abſent : For at that time they had the chict ſtroke in the Goren. 
ment of the Town, But on the Wedneſday after Exfter, or the 27 of April, the 
Lord Arnold D* Endreghan Marſhal of France, went thither politickly without any 
appearance of Men of War ; but only as a Friendly Reconciler between the two Py- 
ties z and having order'd 200 Horſe to follow him by degrees, witen they were 4 
come, he pick'd up more than an hundred of the principal Ringleaders in this Sect 
on, and the next day made Twenty of them ſhorter by the Head, laying the rel n 
Priſon, till the Kings Pleaſure wes be known in that Behalf, Nor was this Town 
only reduced hereby, bur other growing Seditions were nipt inthe Bud, being aw'd ith 
the ſeyerity of this opportune Execution. 

VI. This mean while fell our what we alſo hinted before, the ſurprize of the King 
of Navarre's Perſon, by his Father-in-Law King Fohn: Which was occaſioned anc 
pertormed in this Manner. Since the late Reconciliation beeween the two Kings, Kug 

ohn was certainly informed, how King Charles of Navarre had covertly dealt with 
us Enemies, and had imagin'd and treated on divers things prejudicial to the Intereſt of Him 
and his Realm : Audboteend, that the Lord Lewis Earl of Harcourt had ſpoken injurious 
and undutifull Words againſt his Perſon, and had in the Parliament afſembled for the Kings 
Supplies, endeavour'd what in him lay to ſtop the Grant of that Subſidy.

ther, the Lord John of Artois, Earl of Ex, and the Lord Charles of Ariow bis Bro- 
ther, Coufin-Germans to the King ; together with the Earl of Tancarwille, the Lord 4r- 
old D* Enadreghan Marſhal of France, and Others to the number of 200 Spears, With 
this Company King John came direQly to' the Caſtle of Rowty by the Poſter, nd 
would not paſs thrþ the Town : So comi ſuddainly into the Caſtle , he there 
tound at Dinner with his Son, the Dauphin, in the Great Hall, Char{es King of Nvore, 
Lewis Earl of Harcourt, with his two Brethren Johwand William, and the Lord De's 
Preux Clere, the Lord Friquant of Friquant, the Lord of Tournebu, the Lord Gravile, 
the Lord de Maubut, and two Eſquires Oliver Doxblet and John Vaubaton, With Other? 
All whom he cauſed to be apprehended together, and clapt up ſeverally into divers Cham- 


'bers of the Caſtle, And then having fat down, and dined on what was not prepue* 


tor him, he rook Horſe again after Dinner, and rode forth into the Field of Para” 
But furely at this time it could not be properly ſo called, but rather by an Anriphril

For * e that time King Edward had confticu- 
ed this Mighty Prince, his Couſin Henry Plantagenet, his Lieutenant and Caprain-Ge- 
neal in the Dukedom of Bretagne, for the Defence of John of Montford the Duke 
thereof, who was ſtill under Age. And while the faid Duke of Lencaſjter was thus 
no to afliſt the Duke of Brerapre, and in his way thither, his Kinſman of Na- 
vere, Prince Philip, and the Lord G of Harcourt atoreſaid, had brought * ſome 
Troops of Engliſh and Others, the King of France's Enemies , into the Ile of Cox- 
faxtine or Cont antine in Normandy, which they fortified and held againſt the French 
no. | When a little after Whirſunride in the Month of June, came over to their Aid 


cart, at © Montebourg in the ſaid He of Conftantine with 4005 Fighting Men. 
Theſe alrogether rode to Carentan, to Lifiewx and Orbes, and thenceto the Caſtle of 
Ponteas de Mer, belonging to the King of Nevarre, which had been beſieged for 
more than two Months, 
in Fraxce, and 2 great Number of Frenchmen, But when they heard of the Duke of 
Lancafter”s approach, they quitted the Siege in great haſte, leaving behind them 21! 
their Milicary Engines and Artillery, with many other Neceffaries, which now the Exg- 
bþ took for their own Uſe. When the Duke of Laxcafter had viftual'd the Place, 
2nd reinforced it with all things neceſſary, he marched thence to Brerewille ( belonging 
ao to the King of Navarre) and at that time likewiſe befieged by the French ; and having 
here done as betore, as well by Raifing che Siege, asby ſupplying the Place ; finding that 
the City and Caſtle of Evreux, which had lately been taken upon Compoſition by the 
Fremh, was not worth his_ preſent Conſideration, becauſe at that time the City was 
burnt, and the Cathedral robbed as well by the Vavarros, who yielded them up, as by 
the French who gleaned after them ; he neglected that Place for the prelent, and 
marched on the right hand to Vernevil a ſtrong City on the Skirts of Normandy, and 
took the Town by Storm the firſt Day he came betore it, and plunder'd and fired a 
peat thereof.

Bur for all that, 2; yer 
Prince Edward and his Forces found no Impeachment or want, but paſſed on at their &{ 
thr the plencitull Countries of - Awvergne, Quercy, Limouſin, Perigort , Saintogu,, |, 
Marche, and Berry, as now we ſhall ſhew. 

Il. EDWARD * Prince of Wales, firnamed the Black-Prince, having employ'4 the 
Winter-ſeaſon in repairing and fortifying the City of Bowrdeaux, and other Caſtles and 
Towns in Gaſcogne, and cauſed great Quantities of Gold and Silver to be coined zc- 
cording to a Commiſſion from the King his Father, tor the Wages of his Souldier, 
began his March from Bourdeaux on the © ſixth of July with an Army of * 12000 
Men (as one ſays) whereof 3000 were Natural Engliſh But moſt Writers age, 
thar his Forces amounted to little more at this time, than 8000, which was force:- 
cain the utmoſt number he had at the Battle of Poidzers ; unleſs we ſhould believe, 
that before he came thither, he loſt one Third of his whole Army without any op. 
poſition, or remarkable Aon ar all. Wherefore we rather follow Fro;ſard, whoal- 
tigns the Number to be 2000 Men of Arms and 6000 Archers, With which gallant 
little Army.of Choſen Men (having left the Lord © Bernard de 1 Bret his Lieutenant 
in Gaſcoigne, with ſufficient Power tor the Defence thereof againſt the Ezr| of 4-- 
»42xac, Who threatned to invade it) he rode thi6 Quercy f and Awvergne, where he 
found plenty of all things, burning, plundering, and deſtroying all before him in Hoſtile 
manner. 

When he enter'd any Good Town, well repleniſhed with all things, there he uſu. 
ally tarried two or three days to refreſh his Men, and then upon departure the Refidue 
was all deſtroy'd, the Heads of the Wine- Veſlels ſtricken our, Wheat, Barley, Oats 
Fleſh, and all other Provifion, buc what they could bear away, conſumed , leſt the E- 
nemy might be the better for them, This Courſe the Exy/ib held, till they came to 
the ſtrong City of Boarges, which is the Principal place in Berry. Here they mace 
an attempt by giving a brisk Aſſault ro One of the Gates : In the Attion many proper 
Feats ot Arms were done ; but nothing of Adyagtage could be won here ; the place was 
ſo well Defended by the Lord of Conſerens; and the Lord Hutin de Memer: , vio 
were Captains of the City. Thence they wheel'd off to Iſſoudun, a Caſtle of great 
ſtrength, to which they gave a very fierce Aſſault, and thither came the whole At- 
my z but the Gentlemen within behaved themſelyes fo well, chat they {av'd the place, 
and wan Honour from the Prince, by the Opinion they created in him of their Cou- 
tages. From hence they took their way to YVirzon, a large Town detended by 4 good 
Caſtle ; but the Town it ſelf was not well fortified, and the Hands within too few t0 
make good the Defences, ſo that it was taken by force: And here the Prince, hac- 
ing great Plenty of Good Wines, and other Provition of all ſorts, was pleaſed to tar} 
three days to refreſh his People, ' ' 

While he tarried here tidings came to him, that the French King was at Charire, 
onthe other fide the Loire, with a great Aﬀembly of Men of War about him, and 
that all the Towns and Paſſages upon the aid River were forecloſed, and guarded ſtronz- 
ly : So that he could not expect a} ro ag-L to get into Anjor, Vendoſmois , 0! Le 
Maine : Wherefore he was adviſed by his Council to paſs thro the parts of Toarwnr, 
and ſo to wheel off on the Left Hand into Poitfos, and by chat way to return thro Sus- 
togne, and ſo to Bourdeanx. | 
This Courſe the Prince reſolved to follow, atid having done as he pleas'd in the fo 
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ſomething on the left hand, and rode toward Romorantin, which lies almoſt cquidiſtanc

Now among others, whom the Frexch King had ſent into thoſe parts to look to the 
Defence of the Country, there were ® three great Barons appointed to keep the Fron- 
tiers, namely the Lord of Craon, the Lord of Boxciquaut, and the Hermit of Chau- 
mont ; who with 309 Spears had for ſome time rode about the Country, coaſting at 
a diſtance the Engliſh Hoſt, whom having now followed for fix days together, they 
could yet never find any Advantage to ſet upon them, the Army rode fo carefully, 
2nd in ſuch cloſe Order. At laſt perceiving the Prince to take- the way of Romorantin, 
they began ro fetch 2 wide compals about, and ſo getting before him planted them- 
fdves in Ambuſh near to Romorantin, at the middle of a wonderfull ſtraight Paſlage, 
by which the Egliſb muſt needs go. |

Then the Aſſault was renewed much hotter thazere,, 
till at laſt the Prince ſaw there was no likelihood of Prevailing that way. Wheddoe 
preſently he gave Order to raiſe cextain Engines, wherewith they caſt combultible Mar. 
ter enflam'd, after the' manner of Wild-Fie, into the Baſe Courr, fo faſt, and in fuch 
Quantities, that at laſt the whole Court ſeem'd to be one Huge Fire, Whereugon 
the excefiive Heat prevaiPd fo, .that it took hold of the Roof of a great Tower, which 
was covered with Reed, and fo began to ſpread over all the Caſtle, Now theretore 
when theſe Valiant Captains within aw, that of neceflity they muſt either ſubmit &- 
tirely to the Prince's Courtefte, or periſh by the moſt mercilels of Elements ; they al 
together came down and yielded themſelves abſolurely to his Grace : So the Prince te- 
ceived bath Them and their Men as his Priſoners, and left the Caſtle wholly void 2nd 
ruin'd by the Flames ; This was done on the 4 of Seprember MCCCLVI, being 15 Gays 
beiore'the Battle of /Pordtrers.

The Frenchmen preſently knew them tor their 
es, wherefore they ſtrait clap'd on their Helmery, diſplay'd their Banners, and 
came 2 good round Trot toward the Engliſhmen. But they ſeeing their Deſign, and 
vithall how far they exceeded them in Number, determin'd to fly, and ſuffer the 
French to purſue, as knowing the Prince with his Horſe was not far behind. $o they 
turned their Horſes and rook down by a Corner of the Wood, with the Frenchmen at 
their Heels upon the Spucr, crying out their Martial Cries with great Clamour, But as 
they purſued thus eagarly, unawares they came where the Prince was with his Batcail, 
expecting ſome News from thoſe, whom he had ſent forth for that Purpoſe, The Lord 
Ralph de Coucy rode fo forward, that he was ſuddenly under the Princes Banner, where

gence: All that Night the Frenchmen took their full Eaſe, for they had plenty of 


Provifion of all ſorts, and nothing ro do : Bur the Emg//ſh were in great Want of all 
things, nor could they now Forage abroad for fear of the Enemy. Bur all that Day, 
2nd the Night following, they made. great Ditches, and laid thick Hedves about their 
Archers, to render them more ſecure againſt che French Horſe. n ; 
VII, On the Monday morning early the Prince of Wales was ready armed among his 
Men in the ſame Order of Battle, as he had betore deviſed ; as alſo the Frexcomen 
were ready on their Part ro begin the Charge, When behold che foreſaid Cardinal

of Buſche, The Ficld, wherein the Prince with his Pattail ſtood, was divided from the 
Plain, where the French Army lay, with a long Row of Hedges, and a Diech flung 

by the Exg/iſb, the one End whereof reached down to the Mariſh aforeſaid, and 
- 6208 to the Hill; on the Hill fide ſtood the Earl of Warwick Captain of the 
Van, and on the other fide of the Hedge about a ſtones Caſt from the Lane ſtood 
the Reer, commanded by the Earls of Salisbury and Suffolk : At the Lane's en4 was 
2 pretty large Gap, within which ſtood the Prince of Wales with the Main Pattail on 
Foot, down among the Vines, having cloſed the weaker part of his Field with the

VIII. The Lord John Chandos, who was a moſt Valiant and Expert Knight, never

* would be the firſb Aggreſſor, or elſe die in the Endeavour : Therefore I now beg of 
*Your Highneſs, as in reward of whatever Service Idid, or may do to the King your 
*Father, or your Self, chat you would grant me Licence to leave you for a while, 
* 2nd there to place my ſelf, where I may with moſt likelihood perform my Vow, To 
this {6 Honourable a Reſolution the Prince accorded with theſe Words, ** Sir James, 
* God Almighty give you this day the Grace to approve your ſelf the beſt Knight of 
*2ll Others, and therewith ſhook him by the Hand, Thereupon the Lord Ard/ey de- 
parted from the Prince on Horſeback, and went to the foremoſt Front of all the Bat- 
tails; only attended with Four of his Eſquires, who were all Valiant and Choſen Men, 
and had promiſed not to fail him while they lived, But Sr, Fames was a moſt Cou- 
ragious and Prudent Kaight, by whoſe Advice much of the Order of the Army was 
ſettled the Day before ; and now he ſtood with his Four Eſquires in the Front of 
the Battle ready to perform his Knightly Vow, with his Spear couched, and in his 
Lett hand a Deep Shield charged with his Arms, * which were Gules a Fret Or, the 
lame Arms being alſo embroider'd on his Satten Surcoat, which went over his Armour. 
50 alſo the Lord Exſtace Dambreticourt of Hainalt had taken a Reſolution to be a- 
mong the Foremoſt z of whoſe Succeſs, as well as of the Lord Audley's, we ſhall take 
notice by and by, : 

Now the Battle began, the Marſhals approaching with their Men, and the 300 Cho- 
ſen Horſe riding on before to break the Array of the Archers. They for their parc 
made a- gallant and reſolute entrance into the way 3 where on each fide, the Hedzes 
vere thick lin'd with Bows, They when they ſaw theſe Men pretty far entred, pow- 
red in their ſhot upon them, galling them in the Flank and hinder parts eſpecially, and 
flew, and overturned, and wounded many Knights and Horſes, Which latter teeling 
the ſharp Arrows ſticking in their Bodies, and ſeeing them fly ſo about their Ears, 
would by no means go forward, but ſnorted, and bounced, and fAlounced , and drew 
back, and flang, and took on fo fiercely, that many fell foul on their Maſters ; ſo'thar 
lor preſs and confuſion, they never could riſe again. However ſome of them , both 
Knights and Eſquires made ſhift to paſs the Archets that lin'd the Hedges, and came

The mean while the Lord James Andley with his -Four Valiant Eſquires, was in the

Atthe beginning of this Juſting, while Marſhal D* Endreghan ſtood till tobs- 
6+ 749- hold the ſtrength and $kill of the young Gentlemen of either party, the other Marlh:!, 
the Lord John Clermont, thinking to enter at the Hedge-Gap, and fo to come at the 
back of our Van, made haſte thither ; but the Earls of Sal/ibury and Syffolt, whole! 
the Exgliſh Reer, and beheld his Motion, and gueſs'd his Defign, poſted to that Gip, 
which they fenced with an Hedge of ſteel, and ſo the Reer came to ſuſtain the fv| 
main ſtreſs of the Battle. Here began a terrible Medley, the Engliſhmen of Arms !:y-

3 the Prince commanded ; for the Prince had, been informed, as now he found, that 
the Cardinals Men were in the Field againſt him, which was not conſonant to the De- 
ceacy of Religion : For Men of the Church, who are permitted to go roo and fro a- 
bout Treaties of Peace, ought not in Reaſon to bear Arms, or to hght tor either of 
the Patties 3 but rather to be Indifterent, both themſelves and their ſervants.

"heſe were taken under the Banner of the Lord John Greilly, Capral of Buſche, and 
Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, there were taken alſo the Captain of 
Poitiers, and the Seneſchal of Sr. Omers, the Lord of Bodenay, the Loid of Ventador, 
the Earl of Vendoſme, the Earl of Mons, and the Lord Arno/d Cervoles, commonly 
called the Arch-prieſt, moſt grievouſly wounded ; and many other Knights and Efquires : 
Ar which time a great part of this Battail fled away, but were clolely purſued by 1 
Pty of Gaſcoigners and Engliſh even unto the Gates of Poittiers. Here many were 
lain and beaten down Horſe and Man, for thoſe who defended the City, when they 
beheld che Enemy fo near, cloſed their Gates upon their Friends for fear of being loſt 
themſelves. Wherefore in the ſtreet before the Gate was horrible Murther , fo that 
the Frenchmen being now neither able to fly, nor to rdiſt, * 
2s they might diſcern an Exg/iſþ Man, whereby ſeveral Archers had four, five or fix 
Priſoners apiece. The Lord of Poxs, a great Baton of Poi&or, was there beaten down 
in the ſtreet and ſlain, with many other Lords, Knights and Eſquires. 

The mean while the Kings Battail was grievouſly handled ; and there were taken 
zbout the Kings Perſon the Earl of Rochechowart, the Vicount of Narbon, the Lord of 
Xumogne, the Lord of Montendre, the Lord John Santerre, who had the repute of 
one of the beſt Knights in Fraxce, but he was ſo very much hurt, that he never had 
his Health after. There fell among the Dead the Lord Guiſchard D* Angle, who was 
aterwards recover'd, and leaving the French Side, became a Valiant Servant to King 
Edvard, and at the Coronation of his Succeſſor, was made Earl of Huntington ; and 
nKing Edwards Time Knight of the Garter : But this Day he foughe with fingular 
Yalour, even to the hazard of his Life , by the French Kings fide. Burt the Lord 
Gf Charny before he dy'd, had an whole Tempeſt of War thundring upon him, till 
hefell beneath ir ; for all the Force of the Exoliſb preſf'd upon him, becauſe he bare 
the Kings Standard-Royal ; and beſides he had in the Field a Banner of his own, which 
ws Gules, Three Eſchutcheons Argent. 

But now the French Kings Batrail was quite open'd, whereby the Frenchmen were 
ſo mingled among their Enemies, that ſometimes one Gentleman of France, had four 
or five Men upon him at once, There the Lord of Pompador was taken Priſoner by 
the Lord Bartholomew Burwaſh , ard the Earl of Dammartin was ſlain by the Lord 
Reginald Cobham ; and among *'um the Valiant Lord Geoffry Charny was there wounded 
to Death, with whom the Standard of France alfo fell to the ground. Then every 
Man preſs'd hard to take the King, and ſuch as knew him, cry'd out, ** Sir, y:eld your 
"ſelf, or Tos are but Dead, There was then-among the Ergliſh a Knight of Artois, 
retain'd for Wages in the King of England's ſervice, called Sr. Dennis of Morbeque , 
tho had ſerved King Edward about five Years, becauſe in his Youth he was fain to 
fy the Realm of France for a Murder, that he had committed at St, Omers. It hap- 
pen'd fo well for this Man, that he was near the King, when he was &n ready to be 
taken ; wherefore he ſtopt forth into the Preaſs, and by the ſtrength of his Body and 
Arms, made wy up to the French King, and ſaid in good French, ** Sir, yield your 
5 Perſon, The King looking on him ſaid , © To whom ſhall IT yield? And where «

It is tobe obſerved, that the Three Sons of King John, who fled from the 
Battle of Poittiers, were all Green ani I in managing Publique Aﬀairs z eſpe- 
ally in ſuch a Confufion, as muſt needs follow ſo Great and Publique a Lois, and in 
the Kings abſence too, Charles the Dauphin, th6 the Eldeſt, yer knew not how to 
ſteer his Courſe in ſo tempeſtuousand turbulent 2 Seaſon : However, as Regent of the 
Realm, * on the 29 of September, which was but Ten days after the Battle, he ſum- 
moa'd « Parliament of che Three Eſtates to meet him at Paris, off the 15 of Odober 

Ac which time the aid Duke, ficting as Regen in che Parliament 
Chamber, and the Three apr ns nes Peter de la Foreſt, Archbiſhop of Rouen, 
and Chancellour of France, ** declared openly the great Misfortune, that had lacely be-

to be forced by the In(olent Populacy trom the Neceſſity of their Aﬀairs; bur to be 
confided in, as Fathers, and to be rely'd on, as Generous and Benign Depuries of Heaven , 
from whom we are humbly to requeſt, and not violently to extorr, 

More commendably did thoſe of the Province of Languedoc, as the moſt remote part 
fom Paris, ſo the moſt Free from the Contagion of its Infolence ; For they, being 
t by Authority of the Earl of Armagnac, the Kings Lieutenanc in thoſe 
bled in order to make Proviſion for the Kings Redemption, did behave themſelves 
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both as Dutifull Subjects, and diſcreet men at the ſame time, For firſt they unani- #235. 


mouſly agreed to provide at their own proper Coſts and Charges 500 Men of Arms, 
all Knights, with an Eſquire to every one of them, and moreover a 1000 Souldiers 
on Horſeback, a 1000 Arbaliſts, and 2000 others, all to have a Years pay trom the 
State, viz, Each Spear to have for himſelf and his Eſquire, or Scrjeant, halt a Floren 
per diem, every other Man to beallow'd 8 Florens a piece per Month. Moreover they 
ordain'd,” that no Man ſhould wear any precious Furrs, or other Rich ſtuff, and thact all 
Women and Ladies ſhould lay afide their Gorgeous Attire of their Heads , and wear 
neither Pearls, Gold, nor Silver about their cloaths, or upon their Girdles,” as long as 
the —_— remain Priſoner, And further, to teſtihe how deeply they reſented 
this — Calamity, they generally abandon'd all Banquets, Entertainments, Masks, 
Dances, Plays, and other D.verſions, during his Captivity. Befides all which , they 
ireely granted a conſiderable Aid toward his Redemption , and made divers wholſome 
Ordinances, both to their own Honour, and the Profit of the Common-weal. Which 
Laudable Example of theirs, Champaigne alſo followed : Bur good Examples are nor 
aways fo Influencial as Bad ; for almoſt all other parts choſe rather to copy the obſti- 
tte Undutifullne(ſs of that Seditious Metropolis of Pars. And this City, atter the 
ulul Mechods of Rebels, pretending to be un fear of Tyranny, when it was preparing

That ſame dy the Frencpyyy 
alſo rode forth, having ſenr their Scouts before them, who brought back word of & 
Godfrey's: being in the Field with his Navarrow ; as alſo Sr. Goafrey's Scouts brought 
him word of the Frexch , whom they had ſeen , and of their Number ; for they had 
view'd them well. * Then, ſaid Sr. Godfrey aloud, fince our Enemies are coming tg 
© meet Us, We will by no means flinch from them : Bur that they may find 1 
* ready toreccive them, let Us now order our ſelves ro the beſf Advantage, and thee. 
withall he ſet his Archers in the Front, and order'd his Battails at Leiture, When 
the Lord Robert Clermont came up with his Forces, and ſaw their Behaviour, hecom- 
manded his Men to alight on Foot, and being cloſe cover'd with their broad Buck. 
lers againſt the Archers, to ſtand ſtill, and not to move forward, till the Word of Con 
mand.

And now 
the Frexch Men of Arms began to approach, and at the Firſt meeting there was 2 (e- 
vere and cruel Battle : But Sr. Godfrey's Intantry were ſoon put out of o:cer and t- 
comhted, © When the Lord Godfrey ſaw this Misfortune , he prudently drew hime: 
intoa wing of Armed Men, cloſed about with Hedges, reſolving there to Diſpute the 
point with his Enemies: This being obſerved by the French Men of Arms, who at- 
ter they had baffled the Archers, were Mounted again, they all alighted on toot once 
more, and encompaſſed the Place round , ſearching, which way they might belt cater 
the Hedge, and come at their Enemies, Whereever the chiet Brunt was, thithercame 
Sr, Godfrey, bringing along with him Terrour to his Foes, and to his Friends Aſſurance: 
For he was of great ſtrength and Courage, and very Expert in Arms ; fo thae many Hut

Cloak, and ſo putting a ſhort Battle-Ax cloſe under his Arm, he walked 
forth with his Man after him roward the Caſtle, Being now near, he walked in acxe- 
leſs manner to and fro before the Gate, as he had often done before, by way of Pre- 
paration ; till at laſt che Captain of the Caſtle came down and opened the Wicker «+ 
the Gate, andas it was his daily uſe ſtood there and looked about him, to ſee if the 
Coaſt was clear, When Sr. William eſpied him, he walk*d as it were by Chance that 
way, till being ſomething near, he gave the Good Morrow to the Captain, who ſtood 
{till and civily returned his Box-jour ; and fo Sr, William drawing a little nearer they be- 
gan to enter into Converſe. 

The Frenchmen of all other People are hugely defirous of News; but eſpecially when 
any ways they are debarred from going abroad, as thoſe are who keep Garriſons : 
W heretore firſt of all in ſubtlety Sr. Will:am asked the Captain, what News he hat 
heard lately « The Captain who had nothing to tell, and therefore greatly deſired to 
know ſomething, anſwer'd, * Alas! T have no News in the World, but deſire if you he 
* any to impart it to me. Sir, that 1 fhall do moſt readily, ſaid St. Willtan', and then pro- 
* ceeded in this manner, * Sir, it 15 now current all about Fraxce, that the King ot 
* Denmark and the King of Iſe/and are allied together, and have ſworn to Sail torth, 
*and not return again into their own Countries, till they have utterly deſtroyed all 
* England; and that in their Courſe rthicher, meeting with the Prince of J/a/es upon the 
*« Fea, as he was conveying the French King into Exg/and, they fought him and van 
* the Frexch King from him, whom they are now ſending home in great Honour to P:-

Friends marching up apace to his Aﬀiſtance. Now the Watchman of the Caſtle ha- 
ring heard the Horn, was much ſurprized, tor the Captain, however lately he had for- 
got his own Order, had commanded that none ſhould ſound any Horn in the Town on 

n of Death. Wherefore looking down from the high Tower he ſaw Men in Harneſs 
haſting towards the Caſtle Gate, whereupon he cried Treaſon, At char, as many of thoſe

{rrtled to behold their Captain Dead, and Sr, William with his Ax in his Hand, and

The Caſtle beinz thus won, the City preſently yielded, and caſt out their Freach 
Gariſon, at what time they ſent tor the Lord Philip of Navarre, who being juſt then 
return'd out of England went thither upon cheir Invitation, and made that his chiet 
Gmiſon, from whence on occafion to inteſt all Normandy, Upon his Coming thither 
he was joyned with Sr. Robert Kolles, Str, Tames Pipe, and other Exzliſh ptains, 
belides Gaſcozners, who all together made a conſiderable Garriſon, which afterwards 
roy'd highly prejudicial to the Realmof France.

The Nawarross led the moſt part of their Pritoners toCre!/ on the Oy/e tor the more 
Fcarity, becauſe that was looked upon as one ot the ſtrongeſt Places, This their V:- 
aory over the French cid greatly entich them, as well upon the account of the Ar- 
mnour and Proviſions they wan, as of the Ranſoms of their Priſoners, As tor the Bur- 
ceſſes of Tourry and other Towns, they remitted them all home, ſome tor Money, and 
others for ſuch things as they wanted molt, as Spear-Heads, Axes, Sworzs, Corrs, Dou- 
bers, Horſes and the like. The Knights and Eſquires were ranſom'd tor Gold and Sil- 
rer, 0: 200d Horles tor the Sadcle ; but of poor Gentlemen who had nothing to pay, 
altexd of a Ranſom they accepted ot their Service, tor one, two or three Quurte:s 
0 2 Year, as they could beſt agree.

This Agreement was Signed and Sealed by both the Kings on the 24 of March, and 
a Copy thereof ſent into France to the Duke oft Normanay, by the Lotd James of 
Burhon, and the Lord Arno/d D* Enareghan, which latter was ſtill 2 P:ifoner, and late- 
ly before returned into Er2/and, having obtained leave to vifit Fraxce npon Parole 

Theſe Lords croſſing the Seas landed at Bon/o2ze, whence they rode to Paris, where 
they found che Duke of Normanay and his Council, together with the King of Na- 
zo, unto whom they produced King Johns Letters, The Regent having peruſe 
them, asked Counſel of the King of Navarre, who remitted him to the Three Eſtates, 
who being aſſembled, it ſeem'd unto them, that the Conditions of the Agreement were 
too grievous to be born ; v. [1e:eupon with one Voice, the King of Navarre and the 
Daphin alſo concurring, they returned this hnal Anſwer anto the two Lords ; © Thar 
«the Contents of the Letters which they had brought, were fo prejudicial to them and 
« 10 ther Country, that they had much rather endure far greater miſery, than they had 
*tready done, than ever tuffer ſo conliderable a !ofs and empairment of the Realm of 
© Fraxce ; and that they could not either in Honour or Conſcience defire the Li- 
*berty of their King himfelt, when it could not be eftected without Enflaving the 
* Kingdom, 

When this Anſwer was brought to King John into Earlind, he ſhook his Head for 
Anger and ſaid, © Ah ! Son Charles, Son Charles 1 You are lead by the King of N'a- 
*: ore, Who is too cunning for you, and will deceive Fourty tuch 2s you are, And 
tixrewithall turning to King Edward, who was mo he ſaid, © Sir, the taral Obſti-

" Youmuſt again ſhew them the Effects oft War, betore they w:ll und<:ſtand the Ad- 
* rantages of Peace, But thrice-unhappy I, who cannot be ar Liberty, mull I fee my 
"Subjects once mo:e vanquiſhed ; ,nor can oblige them to their Duty, but by the Arms 
©of my Conquerour, 

King Edward was of himſelf ſufficiently enraged at this Dealing of the Frexch, and 
ſwae, that when the Truce was expired, © They ſhould ſee War in the Bloodieſt ſhape 
"that he could dreſs it in, Surely ( ſaid he ) before next Winter be paſt over, I (hall 
woe the Realm of France with ſuch a Power, and ſhall tarry there ſo long, that I 
mil euher end the War to my Satufattion, or make Peace to my Pleaſure and Hoxour, 
And then he ſent Word to the Dauphin, © to look to Himſelf, for when the Truce 
- #50ut, he would moſt certainly give him a Viſit at Pars, to ſee how able he was 
for a War, which himſelf had thus pull'd upon his own Head. Art which time he ſer 
about the greateſt Preparations, that ever he had made before in all his Lite : Abour

When the 4 French Lords had truſſed up Bag and Baggage, and were upon the poing 
of .Departing from St. Lalery, which they had now Garriſon'd for themſclyes, they 
heard news ot the approach of the Lord Philip of Navarre, Now this Lord Pj, 
was Governour of all his Brothers Lands, eſpecially in the Country of Eureux, 2nd his 
at his Command all the Men of War, which were Enemies to the Crown of F,,,,, 
The Lord John of Picquigay had privately intormed him, that che Garriſon of $t, yy... 
xy would intallibly beloſt, unleſs he attempted a Reſcue, Wherefore he reſolved to 
go and raiſe the Siege. And ſo he ſecretly gather'd rogerher about Maze and 1/,,. 
{tn 3000 Men, among whom were the young Eall of Harcourt, the Lord W.!/.1n 
Grarville, St. Robert Knoles of England, the Lord John of Picquigny, and (ever;] 0- 
ther Knights and Eſquires. Prince Phi/ip was within three Leagues of St, Y.lry yith 
this Army, when he met with Sr. William de Bonmare, and Sr, Tohn Seg ar, of whom 
he had the whole Account, of the Siege and Yielding up of Sr. Valery, whereat he was 
extzeamly diſpleaſed, The French Lords had news likewiſe of Prince Phrlips Approach, 
2nd reſolved to meet him and give him Battle : But he hearing that the Enemy ws z 
lealt 30000 Strong, had no mind to m_—_ them, but with all ſpeed tuin'd off to the 
Right hand, and paſſing the River of Somme entred the Fortreſs of Log in Porchies, 
with all their Carriages and what clſe they had. They were ſcarce well entree, when 
the French Army who followed them, came thither alſo, about the time of Evenn- 
Prayer, and ſtill their Number encreafed ; the Foot coming by degrees after the Men 5: 
Arms, who rode on before in hopes to overtake the Nawvarrow. Wherefore the French 
Captains derermin'd to reſt for that Night before the Fortreſs till their Men mizhc 
come up, and then all together to attack the Place the next Morning, The Navarrcu who 
were within, finding they had little or no Proviſion for a Siege, left the Place abou: 
the hour oft Midnight, and went away at a Back Gate, and marched as faſt 25 they 
could toward /Vermandeis, having reached above two Leagues of their way before the 
French knew of their Eſcape: Then they preſently went to Arms, and began to follow 
the Navarrois by the Track of their Horſes. The Navarrow in the mean time paſſe! 
on 2 great way before, till they came to Thorigny, a little Village ſtancing on an Hil, 
in the middle way betwixt St, Quentin and Perone in Vermandow : So that from thence 
one might view the whole Country round about. Here they reſolved to reſt 2 while, 
and retreſh themſelves and their Horſes, and if they muſt needs fight, there they had 
the beſt Advantage of Ground to deal with their Enemies, They had not been long 
here deviſing about their preſent Condition, when they might behold all che Country 
beneath them cover'd with the French, who were in N more than 30000 Men 
W hereupon they came forth of their Quarters, and ranged themſelves in T hree Battai' 
on the Hill ready toreceive them. The firſt Battalia was committed to the Care ot 5, 
Robert Kolles, Prince Philip himſelt had the Second, and the Third was lead by the 
young Earl of Harcourt, each of them conſiſting of 7500 Choice Men, befides 3©? 
Archers. Then they were all commanded to cut their Spears to a five Foot length, and 
in the hanging of the Hill they cauſed their Valets to = 2ll their Spurs in the Earth, 
with the Rowels upward, to make the Enemies Aſcent the more difficult. At which

So 
Sr. Euftace was ſet at Liberty, and had reſtored unto him again his War-Horſe and his 
Gelding, that were taken with him at the Battle of Nogent, and which he valued nexc 
his own Liberty ; becauſe they were ſent him from that Fair Nun, the young Lady 
Elizabeth Counteſs Dowager of Kent in England, When the Engliſh had Sr. Eaſt ace 
among them, they made him their Chief Captain z and all Men of War drew to him, tor 
the Renown which he had purchaſed inthe Field. And he ſoon after to give them an 
Hanſell of his Valour, about the time that King Edward of England belieged Rhcims, 

Rll into the Country of Rhereloi, where none of the Companions had been before, 

and furprized the good Town of A:tigny ſtanding on the River Aiſze; where he found 

a hundred Pipes of good Wine of Champaigne, moſt whereof he ſenc as a Preſent to

Lord John Fitz-Walter, the Lord Edmund Pierpoint, the Lord Fohn Boteteurt, the 
Lord William Huntingficld, the Lord Robert Morley, the Lord John Toucher, $: Ri 
chard Pemburge, Sr. Nele Loring, Sr. Stephen Coffington, Sr, Hugh Haſtings, St, Wi.

Spears;" beſides 500 Germans under the Marqueſs of Nays ; and others, whoſe Names, 
I had rather omir, than ſet themdown, as I find them, unorthographically. 

The Army -rode thr6 A4rioi , paſſing by the City of Arras, and took the fame 
way, which the Duke of Lancaſter had gone before : But they found nothing to live 
on-in. the plain Country ; for what had been left undeſtroy'd, was gather'd into ſtrong 
Towns. Tho befides the Continual Depredations made about in the Country by the 
Men of War, the Earth had lain in a manner untilPd for three Years together : Sv 
that if Oats and Wheat had not been brought out of Hainalr and Cambreſis, to iup- 
ply thoſe parts, the People of Artois, Vermandois , Laomnois , and Rhemou had dtd 
tor Hunger; Nor was King, Edward ignorant of all this, before he came out of Ey- 
land ; wherejore he made ſuch wond Proviſion of all things neceſſary, except 00- 
ly of Oats, Hay, and Straw. for which he made as good ſhift as he could, Butchat 
which made. the want of Litter more grievous , was, that ſoon after his coming the 
Weather was very Rainy, and the Ways began to be deep, which prov's 4 get 
crouble both co Horſe and Man, - But becauſe ſuch Matters were not ſtrange in the ct: 
cling ot the Year.;.the King encouraged himſelf with Patience, reſolving to bez, what 
he could by no meanspreyenc, 

However the King rode thus by *ſho:t journeys, till he came into a dryer Count)

1 the 
Ciry of 47745 was the Earl of St, Pay! with 200 Men of Arms ; the Conltable of Franc 
wasat" Amiens ; the Lord of Monſault at Corbie, Sr. Edward of Renty, and Sr, Ingr0" 
ot Heſdin at Bapaumey and Sr. Baldwin Danequin, Maſter of the Croſsbows at St. Quemt's » 
and the like Proviſion was made for other Places: For by this it was generally noiſed n_ 
that King Edward hogs togo and lay Siege to Rheims in Champaigne, intending l 
he had won the Place,there to be* anointed with the Holy Oyl,8 Crowned King c : - 
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of Englands way, were wholly deſtitute of an able Captain and Commander to defend 


them, -and that City being ſcituate upon the River of Somme, when they yg An. Regfti 


-. was King Edwards Cuſtom to march along by Rivers, they expected the Expliſh to 
gi every Day, and were infinitely perplexed on that accounet, Ar hes 
berhoaght themſelves of a Valiant Captain, called Sr, Ga/ahaut de Ribemont, who was 
now ed inthe City of Tournay, being a Baron of high Courage and Condu&, 
and Coufin to the Lord Ex/tace Ribemont , who fell in the Battle of Poidtiers. To 
him therefore now they ſend very kind Letters, inviting and requeſting him to come and be 
their Captain with ſuch 2 certain Number of Men of Arms, they promiſing to allow him 20 
Franks per diem for himſelf and ten for every Knight in his —_ z and forevery other, 
one Frank a Day. The Lord Galahaur was a Knight of great Courage and 1ence in 
" the Wars, and vey deſirous to be employed in any Hazardous Attempt for Glory : 

Wherefore he mo the civil Propoſals of his Neighbours of Peroxe, and ſent them 
word, that he would not fail to be with them the ſecond Day atter. So he rode pre- 
ſently from Tourney with no more than 30 Spears in his Company, bur ſtill as he went 
on his Number encreaſed : And particularly Sr, Roger of Coulogne, to whom he had ſent 
to come and joyn him in ſuch a Place, came to hum — with 20 Men of Arms 
mote. S that now Sr. Galahaut being ffty Spears ſtrong, befides others, as he was 
marching towards Perane, came and took up his Lodgings within two, —_— of the 
Exgljſþ Army, in a little Village in the Fields, which was quite void of Inhabitants ; for 
all the People of the Country were fled into Holds tor fear ; and he defign'd the 
morning for Perone, near unto which this lictle Village ſtood.

after him ſo hotly,thar ſeeing he muſt either —_— or incurr Reproach, he faced about 
like a Valiant Gentleman as he was, and ſtood the formoſt, and gave him ſuch a wm 
Reception, that he had no more defire to follow him, and in this manner he ſerved three 
or four of his Purſuers, wounding and bruifing them all ; and if he had had 2 good Ax 
in his hand, he had ſurely flain a Man at every Blow, By this Mezns and the good- 
nels of his Horſe, he made ſhift to eſcape himſelf without the leaſt harm. His Friends 
received him gladly, and his Enemies and all that heard the Aion applauded ts 
good Preſence and Courage for coming off ſo well : Th6 moſt of his Men wee © 
ther taken or ſlain , but a very few enjoy'd their Maſters Fortune. For when Sr. 
Galahauts Men (aw their Captain wounded in that manner, they fell*upon the Ger- 
mans with all the Fury imaginable, till they had lain, taken or routed them eve7 
Man, The Sword had not penetrated any of Sr. Galahaut*s Vitals ; wherefore they 
areſſed up his Wound and bore him carefully ro Perove. But he never perfectly reco- 
ver'd that hurt, for he was a Man of ſuch indefatigable Courage, that he would by n0 
means ſpare himſelf in time of War, alth6 his Caſe required it ; wherefore he lived but 
a little while afterward.

Which ſaying we have already ſeen moſt evidently_fullhlled , as well in thoſe Roy. 
beries and Inſolencies of the Companions, as in the Riſe and Progreſs of the T.. 
querie ; not to mention the Wars of King Edward, and the Seditious Tumulrts raiſed by 
the Pariſſans and the King of Navarre ; whereby that Kingdom ſeem'd to be reduces t 
the laſt Excremity. 

IX. Upon all which Confiderations the * Duke of Normandy, who was ſtill x: p,. 
ris with his two Brethren, and their Uncle the Duke of Orleans, began now with his 
Council to weigh the Matter more maturely : They all well knew the Courage in; 
fierce Reſolution of the King of England, and that he daily added to the aleidy.in. 
ſupportable Miſeries of France ; whereby it evidently appear'd, that it was impoſfih!s 
for the Realm to ſubfiſt much longer, without ſome conſiderable Retpiration. For :! 
thelarge Rents and Revenues boch of Church and State, were already either quite 
loſt, or hugely impaired : So that the moſt Wealchy in Lands could make little 0; ng 
Advantage of hem. And moreover it was known, how King Edward intended bet 
Autumn to return to the Siege of Pars, having ſworn never to leave France, ll he had 
brought her to his Dovotion, Wherefore it was reſolved by the Duke of Normary 2nd his 
whole Council, that King Edward muſt be apply'd to for a Peace, and ſome advantzvious 
Offers in order thereunto be made unto Him, : 

There was now in Court at Paris, a Reverend and Diſcreet Perſonage, the Ch:n- 
cellour .ot France, named William Aiſcelin de Montegu Biſhop of Terowenne, by whoſe 
Direction moſt et the Publique Afﬀairs had lately been Order'd , for his Advice ws! 
ways found both ſound and faithfull : With him were affociated two other Sage Pre- 
lates, Androine de Ia Roche , Abbot of Cluigny, and Father Simon de Langers, Thiit 
Reverend Perſons upon their Remonſtrance of the neceffity of Afﬀairs at that time, wen: 
trom Paris by Content of the Duke and his Council, and rogether with Sr. Heb 4 
Geneve Lord of Autun, followed after King Edward with certain Articles of Peace, 
whom they found in Beawce riding toward Gaillardos, Immediately they zccrele 
themſelves unco him with all humility, defiring him for the Love of God to permit 
them once more to hold a Treaty, in order to a Peace between France and Him, nd 
their Allies, The King expecting now more large Offers, granted their Requelt ; 
and ſo a Treaty was enter'd upon between them and the Enz/;ſþb Commiſſioner , 
Edward Prince of Wales, Henry Duke of Lancaſter, and others ; but (urely thoſe Au- 
thors, who make Roger Earl of March, one of their Number , are widely miſtaken 3 
tor he died, as we have ſhewn at leaſt above a Month before, viz. on the 260! Fe- 
bruary, at Rouvuray in Burgundy, being then Marſhal of the Kings Army, Th Treaty 
was © held cloſely for ſome time; but all the while King Edward kept on his Marci, 
as þe thoughe fitting ; yer ſtill the French Commiſſioners would by no means lev!

King of Fraxce ; Which fignified, [that their Reſort and Allegiance ſhould not be pur 
to any other Court , but his only. And therefore ar firſt ſcrupled the Kings 
Commands ; but King John, who was reſolved to hold and perform the Articles of 
the Peace with all finceriry , ſent his Dear Couſin the Lord Fames of Bourbon unto 
them all ſeverally, who by good Words and ſound Reaſons, ſhewing them both the 
neceſſity of Afﬀaits, and that it was the Kings abſolute Pleaſure and Reſolution, per- 
ſwaded the moſt Sor of the ſaid Lords, as the Earl of Armaegnac, the Lord De 1s 
Bret, the Earl of Forx, and many others, th& much againſt their Wills, ro become 
Liege-men to the King of Exgland. The ſame Difficulty was found in the parts on

There were alſo many Strangers, great Caprains and Robbers, who would 
nor depart upon any account, as Almarnes, Brabanders, Flemings, Hainalders and 0- 
thers, beſides ſome wicked Renegadoes both of England and France, who being poor, 
thoughe it the beſt way to enrich themſelves by making War ſtill in Frazce, And 
moreover many Hundreds of Common Souldiers, whom their $ peas, having refign'd 
up their Fortreſſes according to King Edwards Command, had diſmiſſed and disbanded, 
gather'd themſelves now together agam, as thinking it better ro-continue the Wars wich 
others like themſelves, than to return home to their poor Trades ; and perhaps ma- 
ny of them durſt not go home again, they were guilty of ſuch Yillanies, or ſo mighti- 
ly in Debt. 7 

l Theſe Men being thus gather'd together eleted from among them new , Captains 
the main Qualities which recommended them to their Choice, beſides Courage and Skill 
in Arms, being Cruelty, Luſt, and Love of Rapine. Ar firſt they rode about. in (mall 
Companies, and mace their general Rendezvous in Champaigne, then in Burgundy, 
where they aſſembled in great Numbers, being called Les Tard-Venus, or the Late- 
Comers in reſpe& of the other Companions, whq had before pillaged and deſtioy'd the 
Flower of all che Country. Theſe Robbers for their firſt Handſell went and rook. by 
Surpriſe the ſtrong Fortrels of Joinwille, where they found great Riches; for all the 
Country thereabouts had entruſted the beſt of their Goods to the ſtrength of thar 
Place. ps Spoils taken here were eſtimated to the Value of an hundred thouſand 
Franks, given up wholly to the Conquerours, who kept the Caſtle for ſome time, 
overrunning and waſting from thence the Country of Champarzgxe, and the Biſhopricks 
of Verdun in Burgundy, and Laygres in Champaigne, and when oy had ſufficiencly 
rvaged theſe Parts, then they fold the Caſtle of Joirwille ro thoſe of the Country 
for 20000 Franks. This done, they enter'd into Burgundy, where they reſted them- 
ſelves, expecting a Reinforcement of Men like themſelves , all which time they were 
not idle, but practiſed many Villanous Deeds: For they had among them ſeveral 
Knights and Eſquires, Renegadoes even of thoſe Parts, who direed where and how 
to get Plunder and do Miſchief, They lay a long while about Beſancon, Dijon and 
Beaulne, chiet Cities of Burgundy, and robbed and commanded all che Country about ; 
tor there were none to encounter them. Atter this they took- the Town of Gzwvr 
in Breſſe which they plunder'd, anil fo tarried thereabour, becahſe that was a plentif 
Country, and daily their Numbers encreaſed : For all the Common Souldiers; that 
came out of Exgliſh Fortrefſes, and had leave of their Captains to go whither they 
mg drew thitherward continually z fo that by Lent they were in all about 16000 
ltrong. 

Now when they ſaw themſelves ſo conſiderable, they began to ordain among them 
Captains and Leaders, whom they promiſed to obey in all things : For even wicked 
Societies cannot hold together without Order : And the Chief of their Captains were 
theſe, Sr, Seguin de Batefoil a Knight of Ga/cogne, who had no leſs;than 2000 Fighting 
Men : T aillebert of Talleboton, Gruyo! au Pyn, the little Mechin Battailler, the Wick- 
ed Hanekin Francois, the Burgrave de Leſparre, "Nandon de Bergerac, the Burgrave de 
Boure, the Burgrave of Bretuel, Nucharg, Aberdenny a Scot, Bowrdonnel 2 St vim 
Bernard de la Salle an Hainalder, Lortingo de la Salle his Kinſman, Ryber: Briquet, 
Edmund of Ortigo, Sr,Garſes au C haſtel, Grrronet de la Baulx, Carnelle and Others: Who 
being thus garher*'d together about Midlent, reſolved to go to, Avionon co give the 
Pope and Cardinals a Viſit, more. for the love of Prey than Deyortion ; for whatever

venee and Savoy, and from the Dauphine de Vienne ; and moreover many Valiant 
Knights and Eſquires were ſent from Burgundy by the Young Duke who was not yer 
dead.

Land on each fide the River of Soane, as Maſconnois, the Archbi ick of Lyon, Beaa- 
1clois, as far as to /a Marche, Bourbonnois and Nivernoss : All which Parts he overnn 
and rob'd, and ranſom'd People at his pleaſure. Being glutted here he ſeac forth ſome

* Clequin, and look that you and he together make up a ſufficient Power of Good 
& Souldiers to reſiſt the King of Navarre, and to guard the Paſſages of the River Syze: 
And therewithall he gave him ſome ſecret Orders how to proceed, Sr. Bouciquaul! pro- 
miſed to do his Devoir, and ſoon after went with a competent Number of Knights ind 
Eſquires, and took his way toward Normandy by St, Germain, having declared to his 
Men tho feignedly, how hedefign'd to go to the Caſtle of Rolebows, wherein was 2 
Garriſon of thoſe Villanous Companions, who did ſo much Miſchief thro moſt Parts of 
Chriſtendom. Rolebois was a ſtrong Fortreſs on the River of Seyne about 2 League from 
Mante, at that time full of the ſaid Companions, who made War indifferently both - 
o2inſt the French King and the King of Navarre their Captain was one Vantair 4r- 
{tart -an expert Manat Arms, Bold and Hardy, a Native of Braſſe/s, who kept them at 
limited Wages, and on ſuch and ſuch Conditions under his Obedience. Whereby he 
rob*'d and held in awe all the Country about him ; ſo that none hardly durſt go between 
Paris and Mante, towards Rowen or 10 Pont-Oy/ſe, whether they were French or Navarro, 
it was all - one to them. But eſpecially they conſtrained thoſe of Marte, which wasthen 
Garriſon'd by the Nawvarrow, more grievouſly, becauſe of their Neighbourhood to them. 
Now therefore when the Lord Bowciquault left Paris, he gave it out openly, that he in- 
tended to go againſt Rolebois, to revenge himſelf of the Companions there, Bur before 
hecame thither he made an Halt, waiting for Sr. Bertram of Clequin, who had fecret 
Knowledge of all betorehand. However as Sr. Bertram marched forth to meet Sr. Boo- 
ciquault, he attempted by fair Words to obtain the Caſtle of Exzre»x, but being an- 
ſwer'd with Stones, he left them, and ſoon after came to the Place where Sr. Bouct- 
guault expettcd him, not far. from Rolebois. Ar their joyning they made up 500 Men 
of Arms; aud then the two Captains laid their Heads together abour putting their 
Deſign into Execution, which was indeed to get the Ciry of Mante by any means, 
TheReſult was that Sr. Bovciquault with an Hundred in ks Company ſhould ride in 
great haſte toward Marte, as if they were in doubt of their Lives, pretending to be cha- 
{ed by thoſe of the Garriſon of Roleboxs, and ſo ſhould beg of them tor God-ſake to 
open their Gates, and let them in for ſafezuard of their Lives, Which Point being 
once obtain'd, then the Gates were to be ſecur'd, at what time Sr. Berrram with his 
whole Company ſhould be ready ar hand to back them, and ſo they thought to enter 
the Town and do what they pleaſed : But if they ſhould fail this way, they Knew of 
no other how to ſucceed, This Method theretore being reſolved on, the Captains 
kept the Determination private in their own Breaſts, Without the leaſt intimation 10 
the world to any of their Men, Sr; Bouciquault early one Morning rode toward Marte 
with his hundred Men, and Sr, Bertram with the other 400 Wheel'd about another 
way, and went and laid himſelf in Ambuſh near the ſaid Town, only Sr. Berrrams Pit 


was firſt ated. As W Bouciquanlt began to come in fight of the Town, bus —— 
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the Spur z bur ſo that Sr. Bowctquault came firſt thither: with but Ten-Men abo 
tn che reſt following at ſome diſtance one after another, - Sr. Bouciquanlt likea Man 


in fear, call'd aloud at the Barriers, © Ah ! Ye good People of Mazte for God- 


« derers and T heeves of Rolebois, who have rouced us and now purſue us:to Death; 
"Then the Watchman demanding who they were, he continued I am: the Lord Bonc;-

« you ſhall have no harm of me, I am not come hither into this Country, bur only a- 
« -zgft the Theeves of Rolcbow, and we are not paſſing threeſcore of us left alive ; 
*2nd they are all dead without you have pirty upon us ſpeedily. Upon thele words 
they 'd the Gates and let Sr, Bowc:quasult in, and always by little and lietle the 
dof bis Men tollowed ; ſo that between the hindmoſt of his Men, and the toremoſt 
of Sr, Bertrams, who had now left their Ambuſh, the Men of Maze had no lciſure to 
har their Gates again, Yet Sr, Bowc:queult as a Man wholly innocent, withdrew co an 
[na-2n4 unurm'd himſelf, rhe better to blind them of the Town, that they ſhould not 
to much miſtruſt him. Bur at that inſtant Sr, Bertram with his 400 Men came on 
the Spur, galloping turiouſly into the Town and crying, © St, Tves, 2 Clequin | 
Þ the Death of all the Naverrow; and fo enter'd and flew in the Town atid:Houſes, 
ad robbed anc took Priſoners ac their pleaſure, Atthat fame time, and by the fame 
Directions another Company of Bretoms was diſpatched away to Menulan, about three 
Leagues from Maxte, and lying on the Seyze alſo, which Place they likewiſe took by 
Waragem ; © For ſay they, we are Men of Arms ſent hicher by the Lord Wilkem of 
« Granville, who is now at Mapre with as many more, Now the Men of Mezlaz 
could - not ſuſpect any Falſhood in this; becauſe they came the way from Marte, and 
knew well chey could come no other way, nor paſs the River 'of Seyze bur at the 
Bridge of Marte; wheretore they eaſily believed them and fet open their Barriers and 
Gates, at which time theſe Brerons enter'd, bur prefencly ſet themſelves in an Hoſtile 
Poſture and cried St. Twes, a Clequin | And fo flew all manner of People down before 
them, none being able to reſiſt, bur flying away in Deſpair, when they ſaw themſelves 
{o fuddenly betrayed. Thus were the {trong Cities of Mawe-and Meulan taken at 
one tame £0 the great ſatisfaction of the Duke of Normandy, but to the no lefs regret 
of the King of Navarre, who by theſe rwo Places had found an eafie Entrance in- 
to the Iſhe of France at his Pleaſure ; both which were now cut off trom him.

Joby ſeem'd content with the Capcals Opinion; buc 
being come among his Men in the firſt Bartalion, he faid aloud, ** St. Georye, they

and went forth in the Head of his Men before all the Battails, and made ſuch haſte,

Troops, He for his part before he joyned, mace an Halt to review and encourage his 
Men, 2nd then he brought hus Archers forward, who before were in the Reer ; and fo 
the Archers began the Battle, ſhooting fercely againſt the Frenchmen. But they were 
ſo well armed, that they received bur little harm thereby ; wherefore ſoon they came 
tw Handy-ſtroaks on all lides, and the Men of Arms tell on one another with Spears, 
Swords and Axes ;z ſo that the Fight was bloody and furious. The Gaſcogners elpeci- 
ly, who were on the French Part, came againſt the Capral and this Gaſcogners with 
ſuch fury and animokity, as is uſually ſeen between Count:ymen, when they come a- 
inſt one another ina civil War or otherwiſe, Thus were the French and Nawarroic 
ar aged on all Hands, and by wreſtling and - ſtrength of Arms, they wan Spears, 
Axes > other Weapons trom one another, and took Priſoners, and flew and wounded 
on both Sides with ſuch Courage and Bravery, that it was wonderfull ro behold. And 
truly the Frenchmen had need at that time not to ſleep or ſtand idle, for they deale 
with Men of approved Valour and Condud ; avherefore it behoved them all co play 
the Men, and to detend their Bodies ro the utmoſt of their power, and to take all 
manner of Advantages , or elſe moſt certainly they had loſt the Day. And ſurely the 
Bretons and Gaſ/cogners on the French ide behav'd themſelves git. 5 Souldiers, 
and did many Wonders in Arms ; as alſo did the Navarro, Engliſh and Gaſcogners on 
their Part, But now while the Battle waxed thus hot, and Victory was gallantly cour- 
ted on both Sides, bur ſeem'd as yet inclinable to neither ; the Thirty choſen Men of 
Arms, who wete appointed to fer upon the Captal, and ſtood hitherto aloot on Horſe. 
back, caring for nothing bur the execution of their Deſign, came all together upon 
the Captal of a ſudden, as he was ighting with a maſſy Ax in his Hand, wherewith he 
och Mortal ſtroaks, that hicherto none durſt abide him, Bue theſe Thirty Men 

ing the Preaſs by force of their Barbed Horſes, fell all together upon him ar once,

Theſe Words of the 
Duke animated them to endure {0 long, and to undergo ſo many- hard Aflaults; but 
when they ſaw their Proviſions almoſt ſpent, and qpt the leaſt appearance of any Duke 
of Azjou to relieve them, they requeſted to be admitted to the Earl's Peace : And he 
tor- his part freely granted their.-Requeſt z for he demanded nothing <lſe of them, but 
that they ſhould acknowledgehim tor their Lord, and fo they did z and he entred the 
Place with great Solemnity, and there received all their Oaths and Homages.

HI, Of all this the Freach King was well informed, and frequently adviſed how he 
ſhould bear himſelf, as to this Matter ; For it was plain, that at this time the Count: y 
of Breraguc, and the Lord Charles of Blow his Widow were in hard Circumſtances ;

Wherefore when King Hezry ſaw himſelf 

thus ſtrong, and heard, how the Prince with his Army 'was now in the Realm ot Na- 

verre, having paſfed the ſtreights of Ranrevasx, -and ſaw thereby that of neceflicy 

he muſt now fight the Prince, being encouraged. with the Numbers and Alacrity of 

his Men, he ſeem'd to defire nothing more, than to ſhew: by his Valour, how Worthy 

he was of that Condition; to which: he had been fo lately Advanced.

pleaſed at the Report, and ſware, that it ſhould be dearly Revenged on thoſe, who had 
done him: this fignal Afront, and on their Lands and People. Then he wrote preſently 
to the moſt Valiant Lord John Chandos, who at that time refided in Contantine at St. 
Saviour le Vicount, commanding him immediately upon ſight of his Letters, to come 
unto- him, Sr. Fohn Chandos, who was always ready to obey, where it was his Duty, 
made allthe Expedition imaginable , and came to Angeuleſme to the Prince, who was 
very glad of his Arrival, Soon afrer the Prince ſent him with certain Troops of Men 
of Arms, and Archers to reinforce the Garriſon of Montauban, and thence to make 
Wat upon the Gaſcogners and Frenchmen, who dayly encreaſed, and overran his Lands. 
At his coming Sr, Thomas Wake left Montauban, and went, as betore he had intended, 
to Rodez, and Victualld, and New-fortified the City and Caſtle, as alſo he did to 
the ſtrong City and Caſtle of Millaud on the Tarne, in the Marches of Mompellier i 

dac 4 and in all places, where he ſaw moſt need, he ſer good ſtore of Arthoivank 

Men of Arms. 

The mean while the Lord John Chandos lay at Montauban to keep the Marches and 

Frontiers: there againſt the Frexch, and with him were ſeveral other Great Lords and 

ins, ſuch as the Prince had ſeat thither along with him ; namely, the moſt Noble 
\'Warlike Lord Johrwde Greilly, Captal of Buſche, the two Brethren of Pamiers, 
Sr. John and: Sr. Henry, the Soldiche de L* Eſtarrac, the Lord of Partenay, the Lord 
of Pons,' Lewis Earl ot Hercoart, the Lord of Pinant, the Lord of Taniboton, Sr. Ri- 
thard of Pontchardon. All which Lords and Knights made frequent Inroads into the 
Lands . of the Earl of Armagnac, and of the Lord of Albret, who by Aid of 0- 
ther Lords of their made fhift' ro keep the Frontiers againſt them. So that 
ſometimes this fide had the Advantage, and ſometimes the other, as evermore the ad- 
yentares of War are various. |

King would have broke the Pedce, he could have _ eaſily prevented the Los

200d Proviſion for the City of Abbeville, and all the other Garrifons in that Ce 
chat he ſhould ſtill have kept the Soveraignty thereof, maugre all the Power of þ,,,,.”

lous Complaints to delay time, which almoſt tired the Kings Patience, but they were 
not much concerned at that, becauſe they knew they did but follow the Commiſſion 
they had from their Maſter. However they + made unto the King 2 Preſent of cer- 
tain Veſſels of Choice Wines and other Gitts from the French "5 rs a Token of 
his Brotherly Love and Good wilt. The mean while King Charles having underſtood 
for certain, that the Inhabitanes of Abbeville were willing ro own his Intereſt, and that 
the Wars were already open in Gaſcogne, and all his Friends ſtood ready to ſtrike, 25 
ſoon as ever they had the Word for 1t, reſolved now to put things to the iſſue. Yer 
however, either being ſecure of the Advantage he had by this Start of King 
Eaward, or deſirous as far as he might, to avoid all Reproach, leſt Poſteriry might cry 
ſhame of him, jt he ſhould invade any of the King of Exg/azd”; Lands, or the Prince's, 
without Defiance, he reſolv'd by Adviceof his Council, to ſend and defie the King of 
Exgland and all his Adherents; and fo he did by his Letters Sealed, which to his great 
reproach he gave to a, mean Valet to carry, And yet before this, even while King 
Ednard was giving his Audience of Leave to the French Ambaſſadors, he heard a Ru- 
mour, that the French King had ſent Men of War into Ponthies, and that be had no- 
toriouſly broken the Peace by certain overt Acts of TY nn in great [n- 
dignation he bad the Ambaſſadors get them Home with their Deceittull Preſencs to 
their Deceicfull Maſter; and commanded them to tell him, how he deteſted from his

The Townſmen were hugely terrify'd with all this z for they ſaw plainly, there wasno 
holding out long, it it were only for want of Vietuals. Then they began to enter a 
Treaty with the Engiiſb Lords, and fo acknowledged the Prince of Wales for their 
Sovereign, and ſware to keep the Town at his Devotion tor ever after without traud or 
collufion , ſo that they might be permicted to be quiet, and ro have a full Enjoyment 
of their mo and Properties. Hereupon the Lord Chandos received them in the Prince's 
Name, at their requelt ſer over them for their Captain a Valiant Knighe of his, na- 
med Sr, Robert Mutton, who * bare in a Field Argent 2 Cinquefoile Azure , and with 
him were 20 Men of Arms and 40 Archers, all ro be maintained art the Coſt of the 
Town. .

ed any Succour, that either ſo he might ſave the Caſtle, or at leaſt be able to excuſe 
imfelf, if heſhould perchance incur any Blame afterward. Bur for all this warning that 
he gave, and that the Caſtle was fair and my _ well worth concending for, ic 
ſtanding very conyeniently (if in the Frenchmens ) tor the Detence of the Marches 
of Anjou and Tourain; yet there was not the leaſt appearance of any Succour ; fo that 
at laſt, che Month being elapſed, the Ergl/ſb Lords put the Captain in mind cf his Pro. 
miſe; for the performance whereof he had alſo delivered ſufficient Hoſtages. Then the 
Captain told his Men, that ſince the French King and the Duke of A4»jou would thus 
willingly loſe their Fortreſs, it could not be expected that they ſhould keep it alone 2- 
ny lonzer.

Pickaxes and Mattocks to break down and undermine the Wall , of which Matter the 
Exgliſh were all along moſt afraid. Ar thar inſtant the Earl of Pex-brote called unto 


him an Eſquire of his, and (aid, © Here Friend, cake my beſt Courſer and tide forth at the 
« Poſtern-Gate (we (hall make you a Free paſſage) and hie ſtraight to Poitiers, and 
* ſhew my Good Lord John Chindos the dangerous Condition we are in, and recom- 
* mend me unto him by this Token. And therewithall he drew off a Rich Ring from 
his Finger, and deliver'd it unto him ſaying, © Give Sr. John Chandos this Ring: He 
* knows ic well. The Eiquire gladly undertook the Errand, for he thought it would 
be much to his Honour, if he could obtain to eſcape che Enemy, and co come to the 
ſpeech of the Lord Chandos. So he took the Ring, mounted the Earls Courſer, and 
got off by a Bick way, while the Aſſault was hot on another Part, and rode upon 
che Spur direftly tor Portiers. And (till the Aﬀſault was carried on with extrezm Ob- 
ſtinacy z and the Exgliſhmen defended themſelves ro Admiration , it was their Wiſdom 
to do their utmoſt now, or elſe they had been lain every Man. 

X XII. Butnow ris time to ſee what became of the Furſt Eſquire, who as we ſhew'd, 
rode all night out of the Way, and when ic was fair Morning, then at laſt he found his 
Errour, and got into the Right Road which leads to Por&#iers, at which time his Horſe 
began to tire. However he came thither by Nine of che Clock, and alighted before 
the Lord Fohn Chandos his Lodgings, and entred and found him at Maſs ; but for all 
that he went direQly to him, and kneeled down and did his Meflage, as he was com- 
manded. Now Sr. John Chandos was not well pleaſed m mind with the Earl of Pex,- 
broke, becauſe a few Days before he had Twice refuſed to ride forth with him againſt 
the Enemy, as we haverelared, Wherefore being not enclin'd to make any great haſte, 
he only ſaid, © It will be hard for us to come thither time enough, and hear out this 
Maſs too. Soon after Maſs the Tables were ſpread for Dinner, and the Servants asked 
him if he would pleaſe to ear, Yes, ſaid he, if you are ready, and ſo he went into the 
Hall, and Knights and Eiquires ſerved him with Water.” While he was yct waſhin?, 
there came into the Hall the Second Eſquire from the Earl of Pembroke, who kneel- 
ing down took the Ring out of his Purſe and ſaid, © Right Dear Sir, the Earl of Peme- 
{« broke recommends himielf to you by this Token, deſiring you of all Love to come to 
« his Aid, and to deliver him from the Danger in which he and all his Men are now in 
* at Puirenon. Then Sr. John Chandos, who was ſtill bur cold in the Matter, took 
the Ring which he knew well enough, having given it formerly to the Eatl as a 
Pledge of his Good-will ; but at this rime heſeem'd to rake little notice of that, and 
only ſaid, © Tp come thither time enough is almoſt impoſſible, if you left him in thac 
 « Condition as you tell me. Let usgo to Dinner, the Meat will be cold elſe, So he 
ſat down with his Chief Captains about him, and had done wich the Firſt Courſe ; but 
as the Second-was ſerved up and he had hardly taſted thereof, having all this while 
deeply weighed the Matter with himſelf, he ſuddenly lifted up his Head, and ſaid to the 
Knights and Eſquires about him; © Hark ye Gentlemen, the Earl of Pembroke is a No- 
« ble Perſon, and of High Lineage, he is Son alſo to my Natural Lord the King of 
« Exeland, for he hath married a Daughter of his, and in all things he is a Companion 
« with the Earl of Cambridge. He has requeſted me to come and ſuccour him, and I 
<aught not to ſee ſuch a Man loſt if I may help it: Wherefore Pll go to his Affiſtance 
«by the Grace of God. And with that Word he thruſt away the Table from him, 
ſaying, © Gentlemen, make ready tor Puirenxon. His Men were all overjoy'd when they 
heard theſe Words, and immediarly flew to their Arms, and the Trumpets ſounded, 
and every Man made haſte to mount his Horſe, as ſoon as it was known, that the Lord 
Chandos would ride to Pwirenon, to help the Earl of Pembroke and his Men that were 
belieged there, So they drew out into the Field more than 200 Spears, and preſent- 
ly the Lord Chandos wasin the Head of them compleatly armed, and ſo they ſer tor- 
ward, their Numbers ſtil! encreaſing as they went, The Frenchmen that held the Earl 
of Pembroke fo cloſe, had their Spies abroad, who brought them Word at High noon

This Advice was preſently taken, for they had bur a ſhort time to adviſe in: $9 the, 
ſounded a Retreat, and put themſelves in Order, and truſſed up all their Baggage, and 
preſently rook the way to /a Roche Pozay. The Earl of Pembroke, and the Lo:ds 
with him knew by this their haſty Retreat, that the Frenchmen were inform'd of the 
Lord Chandos his Coming ; then he ſaid, ** Come on now Gentlemen, let us leave this 
< unhappy Place , where we have been thus long Priſoners againſt our ys 

« -nd ride torth toward Poiftrers to meet my Dear Fnend Sr, Johx Chandos. Then 
thoſe that had Horſes ſtill leapt upon them, and ſome went two and ewoon an Horſe, the 
reſt going on foot, and ſo they all went out of their Hold with great joy, taking the 
way toward Poittiers. They had ſcarce gone thus the ſpace of a League, bur they 
met with the Lord Chandos and his Men, to the great ſatisfaction of both Partics 
who ſhook each other by the Hands, the one fide — the others Safety, and 
they returning thanks for ſo ſeaſonable Deliverance, Bur Sr. Fohn Chanaos aid, how 
he was extreamly difſatiched with himſelf, that he came too late to find the French. 
men. Thus they rode all rogether the ſpace of three Leagues, and then took leave of each 
other,Sr,Zohy returning to Poidters,and the Earl of Pembroke to Mort agne t:om whence he 
went at firſt. But the Marſhal of France with his Tr went without the leaſt im- 
peachment to. /z Roche Pozay, where the Booty was divided ; and then every Man re- 
rutn'd to his own Garriſon, leading along with him his Priſoners, whom thoutly after 
they ranſom'd with much Courteſte and at cafie Rates, as was the Cuſtom in thoſe Days 
between the Engliſh and French Men.

eaſily tempted, out to a Battle, bur only to ſtand. on the Defenſive part : Which Or- 
der was generally obey'd, and prov'd more miſchievous to the Exg/ſb than open Oppo- 
fition could have done ; for by this means they could get little Proviſion without 
Blows, but could neyer come to.a Battle as they ed expeted. On the third 
Day they left St. E/oy and paſſed by Arras, but Sr. Hugh Meinill, and Sr.Geoffry Urſe-

And by this means Sr. Robers Knoles gain'd in this Expedition for his own 
Share more than an 100000 Franks, th6 he had like to have repented afterwards of 
his Mercate : For he was by his Maligners accuſed to the King, his Maſter, that thr6 
Covecouſneſ(s he had not done his Duty in offending the Kings Enemies, as we ſhall ſee 
anon. From Ham he marched, and came to the Town of Roye in Santerre : which he 
took, plunder'd and deſtroy'd. In this manner the Army went' on fair and foftly in 
dreadfull Order, two, three or' four Leagues a Day, their cuſtome being to tarry three 
of four Days in a Place, where they found plenty of Proviſion, torefreſh Themſelves 
and their Horſes, But they ſeldom met with any thing abroad, except Barns and 
Granges full of Corn for it was now toward the end of Awgnſt As for the Lands 
of the Lord of Coucy, King Edward's Son-in- Law, they remain'd in perte& Peace 
untouch'd and unmoleſted : And if any Man or Woman did but fay they belong'd to the 
Lord of 'Coucy, Earl of Sorffons, they had not the leaſt harm done unto them : Nor ſo 
much as a- ſingle Penny taken from them.

ro plunder the City, and to flay Men, Women and Children , for fo they were com- 
manded by the Angry Prince. Three Troops of Menof Arms and Archers ſtood 2t the 
Gates, and as many at the Breach, and a third Part of the Army remain'd in the Camp ; 
So that it was impoſſible for any Soul to eſcape out of the Ciry, Surely at ſuch a time 
War is dreſt up in his moſt Dreadfull Habiliments, and that Heart muſt be very ſtrong. 
ly barr'd againſt all acceſs of Pitty, which would not relent at the fiehr, when Men, 
Women and Children - with Hands and Eyes lifted up, flang themſelves upon thei:

even thoſe that had never done any Treaſon, or other fin of their own. Nay there was 
ſo little regard ro thoſe poor Innocent Souls, who could have no ſhare in the Guilt, 
that they had yer a greater ſhare in the Puniſhmenc, than thoſe Perſons of Higher De- 
gree, who had been chiefly concerned -in the Offence. Bur it ever Juſtice 15 blind, 
much more is ſhe ſo, when ſhe commits her Sword into the hands of War and Fuyy.

Now the Lord Raimundot Marvejols hearing at this time, 
that all his own Country had followed his Example, and were turned French, rook his 
leave of the Court at Paris intending to go home. But by the way he was ſuddenly 
met by two or three Troops of Sr. bh Calverley's Men, whio were led by Sr. Geoffry 
\ Argentine, Captain of a Caſtle in Poi&tov. He fell fo unſuckily within their Power, 
that he could nor poſſibly avoid them ; fo he was forthwith caken Priſoner, and carried into 
Poiftow unto the ſaid Engliſh Knights Caſtle.

But betore che Solemaity of che Funeral was quite 0- 
ver, while yet all the foreſaid Lords and Knights tazried at Bourdeawx, Theſe French 
Lords, namely, the Lord William de Leondoul, the Lord Lewis of Maillez.ais, the Lord 
of Archy, and Sr. Alaw Huſſy marched forth of Perigeux, with 200 Spears, French and 
Bretons in their Company, and rode to a ſtrong Caſtle, called Monpaon, belonging to 
the Prince of Wales, Now the Captain of this Fortreſs, named Sri William ot Mon- 
pox, th6 he kept the Caſtle for England, was rather: in his Heart a Friend to Fraxce ; 
wherefore belieying himſelt ſecure now, becauſe the Prince had left the Country , he 
preſently received theſe Frenchmes into his Caſtle, and openly turn'd Traytor. When 
the French Captains had thus eaſily obtain'd a Place ot that ſtrength and imporcance, 
they fell about repairing and amending the Fertifications, and being even oyerjoy'd , 
faid, they would now Defend that Garriſon againſt all the Warld. When the News 
of theſe things came to Bourdeanx , the Duke of Laxcafter (aid to the Lords abour 
him ; © Gentlemen, ſurely We do not our Duty aright : For the Bretons and French- 
& men are abroad, and have tekew the Fortreſs of Monpaon , which borders vporn Us:

rast, the Lord of Landuras, the Soldiche of Effarras, Sr. Bernard of Atbret, the Lord 
of Garonne, Sr. Emery de Tharſe, with theſe Lords of Sainiogne and Poittov, the Lord 
of Peers, the Lord of Partenay, the Lord Lewis Harcourt, the Lord Gaiſchard Dangle, 
the Lord Fames of Suggieres, St. Moubrow de Liners, Sr, William of Montendre, Sr, 
Hegh de Vinoye, the Lord of Crupenec, and feveral others ; who all rade forth with the 
Duke of Lancefer to lay Siege ta Manpaon.

Vinoye, Sr. Fameg of Surgieres, St. Moabron of Lizieres and others ; all who marched 
forth of PaitticrsB good , Under the Condudt of the Lord Thomas Percy, and came 
and fat down before Moncontour. This Caſtle and Town of Moncontour ſtands on the 
Marches of Poittes and Anjow, being little mote than fix Leagues from Saumur in 4. 
jou, and about as many from Por&#rers. but hardly four from T howars, 

The Caſtle was: exceeding ſtrong and fair, and had a good Garriſon, commanded, as 
we ſaid before, by Sr. Peter de Guerfille, and Sr. Jordan de Conlonges. But the E lrſh 
had brought with them from Poidtrers ſeveral Great Engines of Battery, and bad oe

plaid therewith Night 'and Day. Befides this there were Skirmiſhes held at the Barriers 
conſtantly, and eſpecially by the Companions, who were then in the Exg/ifb Army, be.

were continually upon Duty, being all Valiant Men, and defirous by any means to carry 
the Place ; becauſe Sr. Thomas Percy had promiſed to beſtow it on choſe, who ſhould win 
it, The Garriſon wanted neither Gourage nor Proviſion, nor any other thing neceſſary, but 
Repoſe and Quiet ; for they had no relt allow'd them Night nor Day, but were conſtant- 
ly alarum'd in ſeveral Places without any intermiffion. Eſpecially on the Tenth Dz 
of the Siege the Aﬀfault was General, and more vigorous than ordinary ; ſo that at 


. the Place was carried by. fine Force, and cvery Man within put to the Sword, exceptthe 


two Captains, and about five or fix Men of Arms, who were taken to Mercy, Upon this 
Succeſs the Lord Thomas Percy, by Advice and with Conſent of all the Barons and Knights 
preſent, granted the Caſtle ro the Cuſtody of Sr. Walter Hewert, John Creſſael! and 
David Helcrsft, who undertook with their Troops amounting to 500 able Men Com- 
2awons, £9 make good the Place, and to hold Frontier War with thoſe of Axjo and Tox- 
raine.

began to wax hot on all Hands, Certainly neyer did Men endure more Difficelty in a 
Naval Fight, than che Ezgliſh did that Day , for th6 the moſt part of them were grie- 
vouſly wounded and bruiſed with the fall of Barrs of Iron, and the linging of Leaden 
Bullets, and the * ſhooting of Stones , yet for all that they fought, white they were 
able to ſtir, and by a Generous Importunity courted Victory (who firſt now began whol- 
ly co-rurn her back from King Edward) till Three of the Clock in the Afternoon : But 
Fickle Goddeſs was coy unto them notwithſtantins. For now the Spaniards, find- 
ing the Exg/ib mightily waſted, and chat they elves had far more and ſtronger 
Veſſels, better furniſh'd with Men and Artillery, began to caſt their Grappling-lcons , 
and ſo faſtned themſelves to the Engliſh, that they could not get 2ſunder, To the 
Earl of Pembroke's Ship there were noleſs than Four Spaniards faſtned at one time, in 
all which there were many Choſen Men of Arms, under the' Command of Dox Cabefſo 
di Vaccadent, and Don Hernando Du Leon, wo of the Admirds. "With the Earl of 
Pembroke at that time was the Lord Guiſchard Dangle, and Two and Twenty other Va- 
lane Knights, befides Efquires and Archers, who fought as Gallantly as was poffible , 
and held out a long while, nocwithſtanding the y r= hor had ſuch Advantage ot them 
RIS, But there Sr, Emery of Tarſe, a Valiant Knight of Gafcogne; was ſlain 
by the Earl's fide, and with him a Gallant Exg/iſb Gentleman, Sr. John Lawron, who 
was Knight for the Earl's Body , fo thac at laſt che Earl's Ship was Boarded, and chen 
was done, many a Noble Exploit ; but there was no more room for Valour ; the Spanj- 
«rds rulh'd in like a loud on all fides: So that there the Earl himſelf was taken Pri- 
ſoner, and all his Men either ſuffer'd the ſame Fate or a Worſe, Sr. Guiſthard Dangle, 
Sr. Robert Beaufort, St. John Curſor, and Sr. John 'Grimfton were takenalive.

diſcover'd, that they only wanted the Caſtle ro ſhewthemſelves true Frenchmen) they 
"uu for a mutual Forbearance, the Spaxitrds to do no injury to the Rochellers, nor 
they to the Spaniards, But however the Navy lay ſtill thereabout at Anchor, and had 
ther Spies abroad all over the Country of Poittos and Szixttogne, to enquire and know 
what was done or reſolv'd in every Place, Bur as yet the Exgliſb held the Caſtle of 
Rochelle, which commanded the Town, the Captaia thereof for the Lord Fohn Deve- 
reux, being Philip Mazſel a Valiant and Loyal Efquite of Exgland, but a Man of no 
great Reach, as we ſhall obſerve by and by. 

The mean while the Conſtable of Fraxce, being at Poiftiers, which he had newly ta- 
ken, ſent forth the Lord of Poxs, and Tibauld ds Pont with 300 Spears to the Caſtle 
ot Soubize, a ſtrong Fortreſs in _—_ abour five leagues from Rochell Southward 
toward Browages, ſtanding on the Sea-ftide by the Mouth of Charente, where that Ri- 
ver falls into the Sea. Within the Caftle at chat time was the Lady thereof with a 
ſmall Garriſon ; wherefore upon the firſt apprehenſions of Danger, ſhe ſent an Eſquire 
to the Lord Fohn Grerlly, Capral of Buſche and Conſtable of Aquitain, who was then 
at St, John D* Angety, requeſting his timely Aid and Succour. The Captal immediatly 
npon this Meſſage ſent for Sr. Hemry Haye Senelchal of Angouleſme, Sr. William of May- 
vejols, Nephew to Ramund Lord of Marvejols, to the Lord Thomas Percy, and to 
Sr. Fohn Creſſwel/-tro come unto him, and they all came accordingly. Now of this 
Rengdezyous, and of the Siege of Seubize Owen of Wales had fecret Intelligence, as he 
lay with the Spaniſh Fleet betore Rochel!: Whereupon preſently he took 400 of the moſt 
ſcle& Men of Arms, the foreſt and beſt Arm'd of all his Company, and difpoſing them 


into * thirteen Barges, he left the Admiral and the reſt of the Fleec before Rochelle, ang * 11: G:llict; 


ſo together with the Lord James of Monjoy and Morilett his Brother, row'd away fe- 
cretly toward Soub:ze, and came on the other fide right over againſt the Lord of Poys, 
as he held his Siege, who yet knew not that he had a friendly Ambuſh fo near him, 
no more than the Captal of Buſche, who was now muſtering his Men at Sr, John DY 
Angely ; for it he had had the leaſt Hint of any ſuch Matter, he would have taken with 
him more Men than he did. Whereas now he ſent back a greatpart of thoſe whom he 
had ſfummon'd, and left another part of chem in St, Fohn D* Amzely, and (o rode toward 
Soubize with only 200 Spears and no more. Toward Night being come nexr to the 
French Leaguer and the Caſtle, he order'd his Men to alight a while beſide 2 little 
Wood to reſt themſelves and their Horſes ; and that done he commanded them to horſe 
again, and cauicd his Banners and Penons to be diſplay'd, and (© riding forth they ſud- 
denly daſh'd in amongſt the Frenchmen, crying their Cries, and beating down all be- 
fore them. There was a great ſlaughter and Confufton, and a Frenchman grie- 
vouſly wounded ; for they were taken at unawares. So there the Lord of Pops and Sr. 
Tibauld du Pont, with fixty of the belt of their Company were made Priſoners, and all 
the reſt either ſlain or put to Flight, But while ſome ot the Captals Men follow'd the 
Chace, and others were buſied about the Spoil, or had unarm'd themſelves, as after a 
compleat Victory, there came an ed Miſchief upon them : For at that inſtant 
Owen of Wales, having paſſed the Charente with the Barges, came on with his 400 
choſen Spears, there being a great number of Flambeaus, Torches, Firebrands and 0- 
ther Lights with him ; for the Night was exceeding dark. Thele treſh and luſty Men 
came ſuddenly upon the Captal and his Men, Exgiſb and Conn, who though they 
had finiſhed thew Exploit, and were now (catter'd abroad, bufied in the Chace or 
Spoil, or looking to x yaw” Orman So that of meer necefſity they were preſencly beaten 
down,diſcomfited,flain and taken.

Sr. Thomas Emerton, St. John Chandler, St, Philip Cambray;' St. Lionel Dautrey and ma- 
ny Others, whoſe Names at this Diſtance are not-cafily recoverable, The French King, 
who knew beforehand of all this mighty Preparation againſt him had provided ſuffici- 
ently for the Defence of his Cities, Towns, Caſtles and Fortrefſes in Artois, Picardy and 
Vermandow, having well ſtock'd them with Souldiers, 2s Frenchmen, Bretons, Bargun- 
dians, Picards, Normans and divers that belonged to the Empire. The Duke of Lax- 
i having ſaid 2 while at Calais to refreſh his Men, and eo fir the Carriages, where- 
of there was in Abundance, began on the 20 of Jah to march from Calais, in three 
Great Bodies, as well order'd as pofſibly could be deviſed. Firſt went the Batrails of 
the Marſhals, who were the Earls of Warwick and Seffolk : Then came the two Dukes of 
Lancaſter and Bretagne, and with them a Noble Company of Mea of Arms, Bow-men 
and : Andlaſtly,the Third Battail was lead by the Conſtable the Lord Edvard Spen- 
cer ; all Three marthing forward in good Order, ready arm'd and accoutred at all points, 
as it they expected every Moment to give or receive an Onſet. And none were per- 
mitted: to go before the Marſhals battail without ſpecial Licence, it being their Uſe nor 
to match 'above three or four Leagues a Day, and at Night to lie all cogether in one 
Field, keeping good.

The Lord of Boſſut took two Brethren, Mi”: catal.tt- 
a Knight and an Eſquire named Pezxenorts, Priſoners ; and Sr. Fohn Bull had two 7: 144 
more, with whom they returned, Preſently after, the whole Exglyb Army marched by 
Ribemont without any Afſaule or Skirmiſh : And by the Duke of Lancafter's Order $ 
they forbare ro commit any Hoſtility in the Lands of the Lord of Cozcy, becauſe he 
was then in Lombardy fighting for the Church againſt Duke Bernabo of Milzin, and 
concern'd himſelf nothing with the Wars of France, Thence the Exg/s/b Army went 
and encamped in the Valleys of Laox and thereabouts, between Brayeres and Cre py, ha- 
ving done much harm in the Lands of Laonnois : Tho indeed the French King had be- 
forehand cauſed all che Moveables and Provifion in the Plain Country to be withdrawn 
into ſtrong Fortreſles, moſt whereof were ſo well defended, that "the Exgliſh could ex- 
pet bur ſictle Advantage in Aſſaulting them, Nor did the Duke of Lancaſter much 
care to buſie himſelt and loſe his time in Aceacking of Paltry Towns, which would re- 
volt as ſoon as ever they were won : He rather defired that the Frexch King would ſend 
out an Army againſt him, that ſo the Fate of the two Kingdoms might be tairly decided in 
open Field, Bur that Politick Prince ne'r intended any (uch matter,buc gave ſtrictCommand 
to the Conſtable and all his other great Captains, that they ſhould not upon any account 
adyenture to engage with the whole Power of the Eng/ib ; but only follow them cloſe 
at the Heels, and to keep them as ſhort as might be, And thus it was done, the French- 
men lying in ſtrong Fortreſles at nights, and ever in the Day-rime following the Exg/,ſh 
Army aloof ; but they knowing, how narrowly they were watched on all Hands, rode 
cloſe together, the Conſtable of the Hoſt with a good Number of Choſen Mea ſecuring 
the Reer. 

One Morning the Exgliſh Army having paſs'd Soifſons, a City between Picaray 
and Champaigne, there were fixſcore Exglyh Spears forerunners of the Army, that in 
ravaging about the Country, fell ſuddenly within the 2er of an Am of Ber- 

undians and Frenchmen , the Captains whereof were Sr. John de Vien the Younger , 

. Fobn Bull, Sr. William Bourdes, St. Hugh Porcien, Sr. John of Coucy, the Vicount 
of Measlx, the Lords of Ravenal and Bonne, and others, who with 300 Spears had 
all along coaſted the Ex2/iſb , watching to find ſome Advantage againſt them. And 
chat Night they lay in the Field, where they made an Ambuſhin a little Wood hard 
by Sf near which the fixſcore Exgliſbmen atoreſaid pals'd early next Morning to 
ſeek for Prey and Plunder; the Main Army being lodged a little behind them, As 
ſoon as they were paſs'd this Wood, the Frenchmen came forth 'of their Ambuſh, and 
diſplay'd their Banners and Penons, preparing to engage them. When the Exy/iſh ſaw 
ſo conſiderable 2 Body of the Enemy fo near unto them , they faced about and ſtood 
ſtill, to confider what courſe to rake ; bur firſt of all they ſene Advice to the Army, 
which was not far behind. Now there wasa very conſiderable Captain among the Eng- 
liſh, whoſe Name in Froiſard is corruptly written Sr. Walter Manny, whereas by * bis *”id Lib he 
own Confeſſion, that Noble Lord died at Londoy the Year before. This Gentleman, quia w 
whatever his true Name was, being not far thence, as ſoon as he heard of the Matter, 
leap'd ſuddenly on his Horſe, comp i in Hand, bur thro haſte wichouc.either Hel- | 
met or Viſor, and ſo rode thither raſhly and without conſideration, his Men tollo 
as faſt as they could ; but there in the hear of the Fray this Knight was ftricken chr 
the Neck, and fell down Dead , the other Engisſb fought Valiantly ; but they were 
overpower'd, and all raken or lain, except a few, that very hardly eſcaped, Theſe 
Engliſh Knights were there taken Priſoners, Sr. Matthew Redmayne, St. Thomas Fowkes, 
Sr. Hugh Brudnel, Sc.

As ſoon/as the Frenchmen came in their reach, che Archers received them watmly, 
ſhooting and overthrowing to the ground Men and Horſes, and immediatly the Men of 
Arms came up with them having remounted their Horſes, with Spears and Axes in their 
Hands ; while Sr. Johw Harleſton with his twenty Spears ferching a Compaſs abour, 
came behind and fell- in upon their Backs with great tury. Many gallant Deeds were 
done by the Young Earl of St. Pot and the Freachmen, but being thus furrounded and 
overpower'd with Number, they were all flain or taken toa Man, The Earl of St. Pol was

to help him to recover his Right, The King as well to rid himſelf of that Charge and 
Trouble, as to oblige him, granted this his Requeſt, and befides that either gave or lent 
him 60000 Franks to beſtow among his Followers. Wherefore ſeveral French Lords 
themſelves, when they ſaw how well their King bimſelf wiſh'd to this Cauſe, joyned 
themſelves with the Lord of Coxcy ; as the Vicount of Meaux, the Lord of una, Sr. 
Ralph de Concy, the Baron of Roye, and the Lord Peter de /a Bar, with many other 
Lords and Knights of France, Bretagne, Artois, Vermandouw, Picardy and Hainalt, all 
defirous'to advance their Bodies in Queſt of Military Honour, With theſe Forces the 
Lord-of.

the way. But when the Auſtrians and the Almargnes with their New Duke whom 
they had choſen, underſtood for certain, that the Lord of Couty was coming againſt them 
with ſuch} Forces, they immediately burnt and deſtroy'd for three Days journey along 
by the River Danebe, after which they retired inco the Mountains and ,other Places 
hard of Acceſs.
